Now York, Jan. UO. — Four firemen 
went to their death when they re- 
sponded to a fire that burned the Par- 
ker building, a twelve-story business 
structure, occupying; the block be- 
tween East ISth and 19th streets on 
Fourth avenue, tonight. Fought by 
half the firemen of Manhattan, and 
apparatus that blocked the streets for 
blocks, the flames wore never con- 
trolled, and only with difficulty con- 
lined to the building in. which they 
originated. Floor after floor gave away 
and dropped to the basement, and be- 
neath these and crumbling walls no 
loss than thirty firemen were caught 
and either killed outright or seriously 
injured. 

When the fire had burned itself out 
and the firemen's roll was called, four 
firemen failed to answer. They were: 
Thomas Phillips, Thomas O'Connor, 
John Lynch and John Fallen. 

Tim Hutchinson was removed dy- 
ing to si hospital. Capt. Weldon and 
Capt. Darvon, who were injured inter- 
nally, were among those dangerously 
hurt. When the casualties began the 
Florence hotel, which adjoins the burn- 
ed building on 18th street, was made 
a temporary hospital, where the fire 
department physician gave aid to the 
injured. 

The monetary loss was estimated at 
$1,500,000. The fire was one of the 
most spectacular as well as disastrous 
in recent years. From start to finish 
itj course was marked by heart-rend- 
ing scenes, sensational escapes, and 
flashes of heroism. 

The building was occupied chiefly 
by publishing houses, though a score 
of other businesses had workrooms or 
offices there. The loss to the tenants 
is total. The fire smarted on the fifth 
floor, in the office of Kopr & Jackson, 
publishers, and before a stream of 
water had fallen upon, it, had shot, 
through the elevator shafts, and pres- 
ently all of the upper floors were 
ablaze. On the fifth floor, where the 
watchmen discovered the fire, five 
girls, employed by the "Ditmore Wool- 
en company, were at work. As the 
(lames rose above, the girls hurried 
clown the stairs to tho street. On the 
top fioor, in the Suffolk Engraving 
company's establishment, rtiis men 
Were &i work. Their escape was cut 
off and they fl'?d to the roof. Flames 
had surrounded them on three sides, 
and they wero In imminent danger 
when rescued by means of a line shot 
from a mortar gun manned by a hook 
and ladder company, onto the roof of 
the Florence Hotel, adjoining. The 
hotel is seven stories in height, and 
from its roof a rope was fired across 
the top of the burning building. There 
it was seized by the imperilled men, 
and the free end was made fast about 
a chimney- Down this rope, hand over 
hand, dropped the six men to safety. 

Meantime the Florence hotel had 
been emptied of its 200 guests, and 
nearby houses vacated. Seven firemen 
ran up to the fifth floor, after eighty- 
five-feet extension ladders had been 
raised to the windows of the story, to 
make possible the firemen's return. 
After a fruitless effort to stay the 
flames at the place of origin, the fire- 
men were driven to the windows, only 
to find that the tops of the ladders had 
been burned, cutting off their only 
escape. Three of them made a des- 
perate effort to reach the roof. They 
were not seen agnin, and are supposed 
to be dead in the ruins. The other 
four were rescued by a hook and lad- 
der crew, who, at the risk of their own 
lives, ran up scaling ladders, and 
dragged the more or less burned men 
from the windows. 

These men had barely reached tho 



ground When the great masses of ce- 
ment which formed the pillar for the 
steel frame work, gavo way and 
crashed through, carrying with it 
everything from the seventh floor. 
Tom Fallen, Jim Hutchinson and Ser- 
geant Kelly went down in the wreck- 
age. Fallen was not seen again. 
Hutchinson and Kelly, fighting des- 
perately against the plaster and ce- 
ment, which threatened to bury them 
alive, managed to . roach the street, 
though frightfully injured. 

Hutchinson was able to say that bis 
partner, Fallen, was in the debris, 
when he collapsed and was removed in 
a dying condition. More than a scoro 
of 0remen were working within tho 
walls or near enough to be struck 
when they collapsed. Battalion Chief 
Shea was rendered unconscious by a 
blow on tho head, and received a gash 
in the cheek. Deputy Chief Langford 
and Captains Weldon and Darvin wero 
also removed to tho temporary hospi- 
tal. Meantime the fire practically had 
its own way, and tho efforts of the fire 
lighters wero successfully directed to- 
ward the saving of adjacent prop- 
erty.

DUBLIN CASTLE 
REGALIA THEFT 



Sitting of the Commission of 
Inquiry Abruptly Ter- 
minates 



KING OF ARMS WITHDRAWS 



Powers of Commission Are Not 
Wide Enough for Satis- 
factory Inquiry 



Dublin, Jan. 10. — An abrupt termina- 
tion today of the first sitting of the 
viceregal commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the circumstances surround- 
ing the loss of the regalia of the order 
of St. Patrick from Dublin castle last 
June, has caused a great sensation. 
According to a statement by counsel 
for Sir Arthur Edward Clears, who was 
custodian of tho missing jowels, the 
government In October last communi- 
cated to their client its intention to re- 
move him from the office of Ulster 
King of Arms, and reconstitute that 
office, and the withdrawal of Sir Ar- 
thur from the sitting of the commis- 
sion today was due to his contention 
that the limited scope of the commis- 
sion's inquiry precluded any proper 
Investigation being made of the In- 
sinuations which resulted in tho deci- 
sion to remove him. 

In the brief.' proceedings today, 
Chester Jones, one of the commission- 
res, announced that It was no business 
of tho commission to find the thief— 
that was for the police to do. 

There was much speculation tonight 
as to what are the serious and grave 
matters, which, according to Sir Ar- 
thur's counsel, the commission is not 
permitted to inquire into. The Dublin 
Byehing Herald declares that the mys- 
tery of the jewels only touches the 
fringe of the question, and that revela- 
tions may be expected which have not 
been equalled in Ireland for a quarter 
of a century. 

Pierce Gun Ma'honey, Cork Herald of 
Arms, who is a step- brother of Sir Ar- 
thur Edward Vicars In an open letter 
appeals to the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land to grant a full Inquiry into tho 
matter, claiming that this alone will 
sutisfy the public, conscience. 



CHEESE TRADE INJURED 



Great Quantities of Inferior Product 
Damaging Reputation in Brit- 
ish Market 



Picton, Ont., Jan. 10.— Speaking at 
the convention of the Eastern Ontar- 
io Dairymen's association yesterday, 
Prof. Pearson, of Cornell university, 
Ithaca. N. Y., said a great wave of 
sanitary reform was sweeping the 
continent, and in no industry was it 
more needed than in the dairy bus- 
iness. 

George A. Barr, of the staff of the 
Dominion Dairy Commissioner and 
official referee at Montreal, said Can- 
ada's reputation for high grade cheese 
was being damaged through the im- 
mense quantities of inferior product 
being placed on the market. Only 
two per cent of all cheese shipments 
examined by him at Montreal were 
of the first grade. 

J. R. Dargavel, M.L.A. for Leeds was 
elected president of the Eastern On- 
tario Dairymen's association at the 
31st annual convention, which has 
just closed. 



DUE TO DESPONDENCY 

Suicide of Former Montrealer Caused 
By Worry Over Investments 
at Edmonton 



Montreal, Jan. 10. — A New York dis- 
patch says, Wm. Nivln, tho Montrealer 
at one time a member of tho New York 
stock exchange, who committed sulekh 
yesterday, went to Edmonton, Alberta 
two and a half years ago and invested 
a large part of his capital In mortgages 
on timber and farm lands. Last spring 
he returned to New York greatly dis- 
couraged. He announced that he had 
been unable to collect the principal of 
the mortgages when due, and had be- 
come involved in several lawsuits to 
collect even interest. Since his return 
he had been endeavoring to start again 
in the brokerage, business. 

W. H. Imbrle, Mr. Nivln's broker, says 
his suicide must have been due to de- 
spondency over his Investments In Ed- 
monton and over speculations in New 
York.

Caldwell's Case. 

New York-, Jan. 10.— Robert C. Cald- 
vvoll, who was arrested upon his arri- 
val hero from Europe several weeks 
ago on a charge of perjury in connec- 
tion with tho famous Druco case in 
London, was too 111 to appear before 
U. S. Commissioner Alexander for ar- 
raignment today. Caldwell is at tho 
home of his daughter on Staten Island.

Tho late Francis Eaton, was born 
at Kentville, N. S., In 1851. He was 
educated at Acadia university from 
which he graduateil with the degree 
of M. A. Proceeding to Harvard uni- 
versity he graduated from that foun- 
dation with the degree of 13. A. and 
entered upon the profession of teach- 
ing. For the success which had at- 
tended his efforts he was jomo years 
ago awarded the degree of L.L.D. by 
his alma mater, Acadia. 

Dr. Eaton has been connected with 
education in this city for over a de- 
cade, and his success has been most 
marked. By his efforts the present 
school system of tho city was evolved, 
and he assisted with ills advice and 
active assistance in formulating the 
present plan of education of the prov 
ince. 

The late gentleman was the second 
son of the late AVilllam Eaton, one of 
tho Batons of Elmwood. Ho was un 
married and is survived by four bro 
thers, Rev. A. Wentworth Eaton, an 
Episcopal clergyman of New York; L. 
S. and R. W. Eaton, in business in this 
city; H. H. Eaton, a lawyer of Seattle, 
and one sister, Mrs. Layton of Truro 

Tho malady which resulted In death 
had afflicted him for a number of 
years. Ho was recently unanimously 
granted six months' vacation by the 
board of school trusteed. News of his 
death will bo received with universal 
regret. 

The funeral will take place Sunday, 
but the arrangements will be an- 
nounced later. 



JAPANESE IMMIGRATION 

United States Will Have Nothing 
More Than Understanding With 
Toki6 Government 



WOR K IN C HINA 

Methodist Church of Canada Co-Oper- 
ating With American Religious 
Bodies 



Toronto, Jan. 10. — Rev. Dr. Carman 
and Rev. Dr. Sutherland have returned 
from the conference in Now York, 
where committees representing tho 
Methodist church of Canada, the 
Methodist Episcopal church, the Bapt- 
ist missionary union and the British 
Society of Friends discussed tho edu- 
cational programme in western China. 
These bodies propose to purchase about 
forty acres of land, each constituent 
body holding about ten acres, and they 
will erect thereon mission stations and 
a university, the location being outside 
the walls of the city of Chentu. Dr. 
Sutherland states that the Canadian 
Methodist church has sent considerably 
more missionaries out to western China 
than the Methodist church of the Unit- 
ed States. In fact, he says, there Is 
now a difficulty to get young men for 
northwest missionary work, as the 
largo majority of volunteers are going 
to tho Orient. 

Distribution of Immigrants. 

Toronto, Jan. 10. — E. Robertson has 
taken over the union station immigra- 
tion officer for the Department of the 
Interior at Ottawa. The Dominion 
government will have complete control 
of the distribution of immigrants in 
tho province, a work which was for- 
merly looked after by the province. 



BERLIN SOCIALISTS 
PARADE IN STREETS 



Endeavor to Influence Prussian 
Landtag for Electoral 
Reform 



Berlin, Jan. 10. — The Socialists to- 
day organized suffrage demonstra- 
tions before the buildings of the Prus- 
sian Landtag, in which a radical re- 
solution demand ing universal suffrage 
In Prussian elections was to come up 
for discussion. Although the Social- 
ists had held a series of mass meet- 
ings last night as a demonstration in 
favor of electoral reform, and these 
meetings had addressed telegrams to 
the Landtag, the street demonstra- 
tions today took the population of Ber- 
lin by surprise. 

The police, however, were aware of/ 
the plans of the Socialists, turned out 
in full force and succeeded In prevent- 
ing the demonstrations anywhere 
reaching a dangerous stage. 

It is not believed that the demon- 
strations will have any political re- 
sults whatever. It is wholly a Socialist 
affair. 

Various speeches were made in the 
Landtag on the question at Issue, but 
at the close of the session. Prince Von 
Buelow, tho Imperial Chancellor, de- 
clared that manhood suffrage, as it 
exists for the Reichstag, would not be 
for t ; .: .y-j.1 of the state, and street 
voting would not be permitted in Prus- 
sia. Ho admitted that the suffrage 
system required reforming, and that 
tho government had been studying the 
question for a long time. Exactly 
what direction the reform would take 
ho did not know. Ho said that the 
street demonstrations had not made 
the slightest Impression on the gov- 
ernment and the government had not 
changed by one halrsbrendth its decis- 
ion to carry through what it thought 
,to be right. 

Prince Von Buelow's sharp words 
fully reflect the government's con- 
tempt for the Socialists' demands.

There has been dis- 
covered a flaw In tho immigration act 
which renders illegal the sentences of 
deportation found last month against 
sevoral of the British Indian traders in 
the country, and the. sentences will have 
to be revised. 

Tho government, however, Is as deter- 
mined as ever, and the immigration act 
will bo so amended as to make possible 
more drastic treatment of those Asi- 
atics who refuse to conform to the 
registration laws. 

Seven Indian traders were sentenced 
to three months at hard labor at Pre- 
toria today for refusing to obey the law 
to leave the country on account of tbeltf 
failure to register. 



Autos in Manitoba 

Winnipeg, Jan. 10. — The second 
reading of the bill regulating the speed 
of automobiles on roads in tho prov- 
ince was passed this morning. It 
prescribes a license fee of five dollars 
per year and places tho speed limit 
at twelve miles in the country and 
eight miles in urban - centres, The 
penalty for Infraction is fifty dollars. 
Manitoba motorists will oppose the 
bill In committee, as they consider 
tho rural speed limit ridiculously low.

New York, Jan. 10. — The second 
jury to try Harry K. Thaw for the ] 
killing of "Stanford White ivas com- 
pleted late today and on Monday 
morning the prosecution will present 
its direct case against the defendant. 

Five jurors in all were accepted and 
sworn at the morning and afternoon.' 
sessions held today. As a whole, the 
jury is made up of a most intelligent 
body of business men, most of whom I 
arc at middle age or over. 

When' the panel had finally been 
completed, after many vexatious de- 
lays, and after the exercise of twenty- 
three peremptory challenges by the 
defense and twenty by the people, 
Thaw announced that he was entirely 
satisfied, and, in fact, well pleased 
wih the twelve men chosen. Young 
Mrs. Thaw, who has watched the se- 
lection of the jurors with the keenest 
interest, also declared that she was 
well satisfied. "They are much nicer 
than the men selected last year," she 
said as court adjourned. 

The prisoner and his wife had an 
earnest five minutes' talk after the 
last juror had been sworn, and while 
they were conferring as to the ap- 
pointment of a commission which will 
be sent to Pittsburg to take the testi- 
mony of M'-b William Thaw, the 
mother, who is still too ill to come on 
to New York.

Assistant District Attorney Francis

THE CHIEF JUSTICE 
SPOKEON CANADA 

Sir Charles Fitzpatrick on the 
Future of the Do- 
minion,

Ottawa, January 1. — 
Fitzpatrick, Chief ' Justice 
preme Court, who was 
the guest of the Canadian Club, de- 
livered an Interesting address on 
"Canada and Canadians-." Most of his 
remarks were descriptive of the 
growth of the past and the probable 
development of the future. Incident- 
ally he made so.no references to the 
present day immigration problems, 
and expressed the hope that the dom- 
inant races of the Dominion would be 
able to maintain their position. 

Sir Charles said: — Pew subjects 
have been more universally treated 
than "Canada and the Canadians." It 
is universally admited that the great 
outstanding feature of the 20th cen- 
tury will he the development of our 
country. I can remember events that 
occurred in the Province of Quebec in 
July, 1 SOT. What progress have we 
made since then ? » 

By the British North America Act 
it is provided thait there shall be a 
Federal Union between the four pro- 
vinces, or the three provinces named 
in the preamble, Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. The words "con- 
stitution similar to that of the Unrated 
Kingdam," are used. There are many 
who understand how much of the wis- 
dom of ages and experience is con- 
tained in these few words. The Do- 
minion was made up roughly of four 
provinces and a population something 
like 3,300,000. The area of Canada at 
thu't time was about (100,000 square 
miles, and in those days you will all 
remember that it was the fashion to 
speak of Canada as a narrow fringe 
of territory to be found somewhere 
on the North American boundary lino. 

Cur total revenue was then $13,600,- 
000, and our expenditure kept pace 
witli our revenue. In 1M70 we acquired 
Rupert's Land. In 1S71 British Co- 
lumbia came in, and finally in 1873 
the garden province of Prince Edward 
Island joined us. 

Our Progress. 
Today our population is over six 
millions, and the legislative jurisdic- 
tion of Canada extends over half the 
North American continent. Our total 
foreign 'trade exceeds $500,000,000, and 
our expenditure I need not mention. 
We have three and a half miles of 
railway for every thousand of inhabi- 
tants, and the United States has only 
two and a. half miles. We are still 
only on the threshold of our develop- 
ment. The great question with us 
today is that of population. We need 
men to tunnel our mountains, and to 
bridge our rivers, in selecting the 
I men to be our fellow laborers, must 
we not realize that '.the men who 
stand modestly tit our gates asking 
for admission are those who tomorrow' 
will be the electors of Canada, and 
may bo our legislators. The question 
Is of. Importance not .inly from the 
standard of Canada, but also from the 
standard of the Empire. A century

Our Political System.

CHANGES ARE MADE 

IN OVERDUE LIST 



Rate Advanced on Ship Alacrita — Sev- 
eral Sailers Are Added to Those 
Reinsured 



More ships are overdue and the re- 
insurance market, which has for some 
time been confined to speculation on 
the safety of, the steamer Goto Marii, 
and the British ship Alacrita, which 
are both alarming underwriters by 
their very long passages, the former 
being practically given up as lost has 
become more actual. The Goto Maru, 
ex British steamer Sylvinna, left Hak- 
odate with a cargo of sulphur for San 
Francisco, (J3 days ago, although it is 
generally considered that enstnound 
steamers have usually a fair wind 
from the Orient, while those bound 
west have to tight their way across 
the Pacillc in winter, nothing lias been 
heard of the overdue vessel. She is 
now reinsured at '.10 per cent. There 
is little business being done on her at 
that "rate, and it is probable that she 
will shortly bo withdrawn from the 
market as uninsurable. The rate on 
the British ship Alacrita, 100 days 
from Delagoa buy-for Hongkong which 
f.'tood at K0 per cent, has been Ad- 
vanced to 85 per cent. 

Three more sailing ships have been 
added to the overdue list. The British 
hark Sunlight, 132 days from Port 
I'irle for Falmouth, and the Norwegian 
bark Gartha, Bit days from Merihah 
for Amsterdam, have both been listed 
for reinsurance at 10 per cent. The 
British ship Castle Rock, 109 days 
from Sydney for Portland, Ore., has 
been quoted for reinsurance tit 35 per 
cent. 

The Castle Bock is a sister Vessel 
of the Beacon Rock, one of the few 
vessels which have reached port niter 
being posted as missing at Lloyds.

Sydney, Australia in ballast for Wel-

The 
Red Rock, afterward burned at sea, 
was swept by a heavy gale and some 
of her salmon cargo was jettisoned: 
This washed ashore and it was feared 
In consequence that the vessel was 
lost. She was rclnsuranced tit GO per 
cent when she reached Liverpool after 
a long passage from Victoria. 

The rate en the C P." R. steamer 
Mount Temple, ashore at La Have on 
tho Nova Scotia coast, still stands at 
70 per cent, and it is considered that 
a fair chance exists of salving her. 
Recent mail advices from Halifax state 
that the preliminary work of floating 
tiie vessel has commenced, a large 
gang of men being sent to Ironbound 
island from Halifax, taking with them 
large Iron eyelets and drills. The eye- 
lots will be fastened into rocks and 
steel hawsers from the ship made fast 
to them to prevent her stern from 
swinging in any further. Largo 
Chora will be put out with hawsers 
from the ship and divers will go down 
inside to arrange for patches, The 
lower hatches will bo battered down 
and three air compressors will be put 
to work forcing air ' Into the holds to 
expel the water.

CAPT. M ARSHA LL DEAD 

Former Adviser for Fairfield Shipyards 
Passes Away at Glasgow After 
Long Illness 

News has been received from Glas- 
gow, Scotland, of the death on De- 
cember 20, after a lingering illness, of 
Capt. Alex. Marshall, well known here.

Tills company al- 
ways has a large amount of ship- 
building on hand and does a great deal 
of work for the British admiralty. 

In 1S92 he came to Victoria on the 
steamer. Victoria, of which Capt. John 
Banton was master, as' the special 
representative of Sir William Pierce, 
who was largely instrumental in es- 
tablishing the steamship service which 
preceded the Empress lino on the Pa- 
cilia Consequently Capt. Marshall 
held a position of great responsibility, 
one requiring exceptional Judgment 
and a thorough knowledge or the 
technique of ships and shipbuilding. 
Capt. Marshall was formerly master 
Of tho British steamer Stirling Castle, 
which broke the steaming record from 
Shanghai to London via the Suez, 
making the distance in twenty-seven 
days, despite the fact that the steamer 
brpko, one of her propeller blades 
while entering tho canal. 

Turning Point for Nelson. 

Salt Lake, Utah, .Tan. 10— When 
Battling Nelson whipped Spider Welch 
in tho sixteenth round in this city, 
April 5, 1904, it was the turning point 
in his career, he says. He was so 
poor he walked from a cheap rooming 
house to the bicycle track to fight. 
Now another turning point in his 
career Is at hand. He Is training for 
a fight next Monday night with Jack 
Clifford. They fight at Ogden. If he 
Wins easily, Nelson expects the sport- 
ing public to give him another chance 
at a top-notcher. If he loses, it is all 
up with him.

SEEKING TO RESTORE 
AGREEMENT OF SALE 

When It Can Be Cancelled — 
Arguments in Scott vs, 
McCarter Heard 



In tho full court yesterday, argu- 
ments were heard in the case of Scott 
vs. Milne, In which tho plaintiff U ap- 
pealing from the judgment of the 
court below, which was an action on 
.ah agreement for the sale of land 
which the defendant claims was 
avoided by reason of non-payment of 
the installments of the purchase price 
as had been agreed upon. It appears 
that Mrs. W. J. Milne made an agree- 
ment to sell certain real estate to 
Israel Scott, of Winnipeg, and all pay- 
ments were duly made up to Novem- 
ber 10, 3 uOU, when a payment was al- 
lowed to go by. Mrs. Milne, however, 
did not declare the deal off, but on 
December 28 wrote the plaintiff, ask- 
ing for payment. February 2 a tele- 
gram was sent to the same effect, and 
on the 24th tender was made of the 
amount due, which was refused. 

The lower court found for Mrs, 
Milne and appeal is now being taken 
to restore tho agreement. The chief 
point relied upon by L. G. McPhllllps, 
1C. C, who appeared yesterday for the 
appellant, was that the letter written 
by Mrs. Milne asking for payment 
constituted a waiver of her undoubted 
right to cancel the agreement, and 
that having thus waived that right, a 
waiver confirmed by the subsequent 
telegram of February 2, she could not 
thereafter terminate the agreement 
without notice to the purchaser. He 
argued and cited authorities to show 
that conduct of the kind described 
was a waiver of the right of cancella- 
tion, though If a definite time had 
been mentioned in the letter written 
asking for the payment, at the expir- 
ation of that time the right to cancel 
the agreement would have undoubt- 
edly revived. 

J. J3. Bird of Vancouver argued for 
Mrs. Milne that the appellant' had 
been allowed a reasonable time within 
which to complete his payments and 
had failed to do so, the consequence 
being that his client acted within her 
legal rights In cancelling her agree- 
ment. There was an immense amount 
of argument as to what under the au- 
thorities constitutes a reasonable time 
In such cases, and a large number of 
decisions were cited by counsel. It 
was also urged that by virtue of Sec- 
tion 74 of the Land Registry Act of 
lDOU, an unrecorded agreement could 
not convey any interest In land. 

The court, which consisted of Chief 
Justice Hunter and Justices Irving and 
Morrison, took the matter 'under ad- 
visement. 

In the afternoon Scott vs. McCarter 
came up, but was not concluded. The 
facts In the case were set out In yes- 
terday's issue and no new Incidents 
came to light. The action is an appeal 
from a nonsuit granted at Rossland 
by Judge Martin in the case of an ac- 
tion for damages brought against a 
solicitor of Revelst'oke on the grounds 
that, by not having given notice of 
injury within the time limited by the 
Workmen's Compensation , act, '. the 
client had lost his only legal remedy. 
It was admitted that the man, who 
had been injured in a mine, had no 
action either at tho common law or 
under the Employer's Liability act. 
Tho nonsuit was granted on the' 
grounds that tho mine was being 
worked by the holders of an option, 
and not by the owner, tho only person 
sueable under the act, and that there- 
fore there was no remedy in existence 
of which the plaintiff could have been 
deprived. 

J. A. MacDonald, K, C, for the ap- 
pellant, argued that there was no evi- 
dence adduced at the trial which had 
any evidential valuo to substantiate 
the assertion that the operators of the 
mine were holders of an option, and 
not the owners, that the defendant 
should have put in the documents 
under which the employers of the in- 
jured man were operating the mine, 
so that the court might judge whether 
or not they were the owners of the 
mine, as the burden of proof that the 
remedy in question was not available 
lay on tho solicitor who had been In- 
structed to take action. 

8. S. Taylor, K, C, who appeared 
for 'the respondent, had not concluded 
his argument when tho court rose, but 
so far as he had proceeded his main 
contention appeared- to be that the 
evidence brought out- at the trial dur- 
ing tho hearing of the plaintiff's case 
conclusively showed that the men 
working the mine had it under option 
and were not the owners, and tiiat in| 
any event that the burden of proof on 
this point lay on the plaintiff, and not 
on the defendant. He was claiming 
damages on tho ground that the negli- 
gence of his solicitor had deprived 
him of his statutory remedy under 
tho Workmen's Compensation act, and 
consequently Jie must at least bring 
forward a oflma facie case, showing 
that he stood within the provisions of 
tho statute. 'This lie had not done, 
tho evidence o^the contrary showing 
that his ca."o dldXnot come within tho 
provisions of tiny statute. 

Today boLng^Katurday, the full court 
does not sit, but the hearing of ap- 
peals will be continued on Monday. 
The hearing of Scott vs. McCarter 
Will be concluded Monday morning, the 
next case being Leroux vs. Canada 
Shingle Co. The other cases as now 
arranged in order of hearing are Tos- 
sell vs. Mitchell, Lockhart vs. York- 
shire Guarantee Co., Meyers vs, Tyt- 
ler and Smith vs. Wan Lee. 

MEW LIFESAVING CRAFT 

Unitod States Vessel for Cape Flattery 
to Be Named Snohomish — Soon 
to Be Launched 

The sea- going tug Snohomish being 
built to be stationed off Capo Flattery 
for life-saving service, which was de- 
scribed yesterday, is being hurried to 
completion at the yards of the build- 
ers at AVIlmington, Delaware, and Is 
expected to be launched in two weeks 
time. 

This vessel which will be more effec- 
tively equipped as a life-saving craft 
than any otiic'r in the United States, 
Is to be named Snohomish. Senator 
Piles suggested tills Indian name last 
spring, because lie began tho practice 
of law In Washington in Snohomish 
county. 

Tho Snohomish probably will . bo 
completed by July, and will reach 
Puget sound by tho time the autumn 
storms begin. In the meantime, Mr. 
Piles has arranged with tho treasury 
department to havo the- revenue cutter 
Thetis patrol the waters in the vicinity 
of Neah bay, especially during the 
winter months, and tho vessel will bo 
immediately ussignod to that duty. 



FOREIGN LABOR UNION 
' CANNOT BE SUED HERE 



Dispute Among Bricklayers Causes 
Action for Damages and In- 
junction 

- • ■' ■ • S ' .% 

A case of Intercut to union labor 
men cume up in'-tlie county court yes- 
terday on an application by Harold 
Kobcrtson to have certain defendants 
stricken from a complaint. The ac- 
tion as originally brought is Law- 
rence Graham vs. Bricklayers & Ma- 
sons' International Union of America, 
the Bricklayers & Masons' Local 
Union, No. 2, of Victoria, R. P. Knott, 
corresponding secretary; ' Edward 
Short, president; Albert Pike, financial 
secretary, and II; D. Jones, treasurer. 

The ca'se would appear to be tho 
outcome of a dispute among union 
m&n, for the plaintiff is ait ex-presi- 
dent of the Calgary local union. He 
asserts in his complaint as filed that 
the defendants conspired and wrote a 
letter to a contractor named Botheur, 
for whom he was working at the rate 
of $5 a day, with '.the result that he 
was discharged." He also claims that 
the- defendants have succeeded in pre- 
venting, his getting any work since. 
He asks for an injunction to prevent 
further alleged conspiracies, and ..for 
damages to tho extent of $500. 

The case has not yet come to trial 
on its merits, the application yester- 
day being made on the grounds that 
the American union could not be sued 
here, as it was not a corporation, or 
individual or legal entity of any kind, 
existing or doing business within the 
jurisdiction of the court. Mr. Robert- 
son also argued that the local union 
was a body not known to the law, and 
which could not be sued as a union. 
His contention was sustained by 
Judge Lanipman so far as the Ameri- 
can union is concerned. As to the 
local union the court held it must be 
sued in the. persons of a number of 
representative , members, and it Is un- 
derstood that three of the local exec- 
utive will be made defendants and -the 
complaint altered accordingly. J; P. 
Mann appeared for the plaintiff. 

DOUBLE THE BOUNTY ON 
PANTHERS AND WOLVES 



Provincial Government Takes 
Decisive Action to Protect, 
the Game 



The bounty upon panthers and 
wolves has been Increased by the pro- 
vincial government from $7.50 to $15. 

The action has been taken after the 
provincial government has investigated 
the representations made to them .'by 
the sporting interests of Vancouver .is- 
land and the mainland, asking that 
some such action should be adopted. 
Hon. Dr. Young has had conditions 
generally looked into and finds that 
throughout Vancouver island especially 
the young deer and young grouse have 
suffered severely from the depredations 
of the panthers and wolves. Hence the 
decision of the government. 

Upon the mainland/ the same condi- 
tions' exist- though tBcre it is aggra- 
vated by the presents of coyotes. The 
bounty upon the latter is $2.50 a head. 
The latter were not . known in British 
Columbia until the overland route 
to Cariboo was established, when 
thoy trailed the different parties feed- 
ing upon dead animals'. and camp offal. 
They found their way. ; 3nto British Col- 
umbia in that manner and. have grown 
with the years;.' and multiplied until 
they constitute a'. real foe to the game. 

The provincial government believes 
that with tho increased bounty hunters 
will go after the panthers and wolves 
especially. The skins generally are 
worth from $3 to $5 and with the 
bounty hunting them should bo profit- 
able.

REPRESENTED 



At Ottawa Convention of Can- 
adian Clubs on Janu- 
ary 15 



A -meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the Canadian Club was held 
yesterday afternoon in the Tourist 
Assciation rooms, to consider what 
action should bo taken on a communi- 
cation received from the Ottawa Can- 
adian Club, inviting the local club to 
send representatives to a convention 
to be held at the Federal capital on 
the 15th Inst. 

Tho Invitation, wheh was received 
yesterday by tho secretary, Frank I. 
Clarke, reads as follows: 

Ottawa, Jan. 3, 1908. 

Dear Sir — His excellency the/gover- 
nor-general has requested our club 
to convene a meeting in Ottawa of 
representatives of all Canadian clubs 
to consider the proposal for the con- 
version of the more important parts of 
the battlefields of the Plains of Abra- 
ham and Ste. Foye into a national 
park, and for the erection thereon 
of a monument to commemorate the 
reconciliation of the British and 
French races in Canada. 

His excellency is desirous of enlist- 
ing the co-operation of the Canadian 
clubs throughout the Dominion in 
carrying this project to a successful' 
issue. The Canadian Club of Ottawa 
feels that the proposal is entirely 
worthy, and that It Is one also which 
would give practical expression to the 
spirit which has brought Canadian 
clubs into existence from Dawson City 
to Halifax. 

I am instructed, therefore, to invite 
your club to send a representative, or 
representatives, to a conference in Ot- 
tawa on January 15. The delegates 
are invited to luncheon at Government 
House at 1 o'clock; the conference will 
be held in the governor-general's of- 
fice at 2:30 o'clock, to be followed by 
a largo public meeting in the evening 
in tile Russell Theatre, at which ad- 
dresses will be delivered by his excel- 
lency ftarl Grey, and a number of gen- 
tlemen prominent in Canadian public 
life. 

The conference Is called to devise 
ways and means by .which the Can- 
adian clubs may raise a fund through 
public subscription of approximately 
SI.J/OO.OOO to supplement the grants 
of the Federal and Provincial govern- 
ments towards this most patriotic and 
national undertaking. Our Canadian 
club has already pledged its support 
and has agreed to abldn by whatever 
resolutions tho conference may adopt 
respecting joint action by all the 
Canadian clubs on the matter in ques- 
tion.

ing, and, if possible, who these repre- 
sentatives will be. 

The tercentenary of the founding of 
Quebec seems a most fitting occasion 
for the reclamation of the sacred 
ground where the foundation of Great- 
er Britain was laid.

The actual improvement.-; were begun 
in 1844, and continued until 1846. They 
were then abandoned until 1850, when 
tho work a.s they deemed, best. From 
government to the Montreal Harbor 
Commissioners, who were authorized 
to borrow money and proceed with 
the work as they deemel best. From 
1851 to 1858 the work was done by the 
Montreal commissioners, but then 
again the government took it in hand. 
In 1899, the work was continued mora 
extensively owing to the erection of 
new machinery and the building of 
larger dredges.' So far, about $G,000,- 
000 have been .spent, and even with 
that heavy expenditure the channel is 
not safe for the larger class of vessels, 
und they are often delayed at shoal 
Kpots when the tide is not sufficiently 
high. The ambition of Montreal is to 
become the national port of the Do- 
minion, and to attain this end, it looks 
as if her peoply will leave no stones 
unturned. But whether the country at 
large will give their support to the 
commercial metropolis in this en- 
deavor, it remains to be decided. It 
looks a.s if the West and Maritime 
provinces may object to further ex- 
penditure which benefit only one lo- 
cality." .

Shipping Paper Says West May Ob- 
ject to Further Expenditure to 
Benefit One Locality 



"It is announced that the Canadian 
Shipping Federation will advocato, at 
its forthcoming meeting, a forty-foot 
channel from Montreal to Quebec," 
says Shipping Illustrated. "It Is also 
said that thoy will point out to tho 
Montrenl Harbor Commissioners that 
It should be the consignees who should 
pay for the landing .sheds and not tho 
shipping people who are serlous'y 
handicapped by terminal charges, 
Whereas in nearly every other port, 
the ship Is free from any responsibil- 
ity the moment she has placed her 
cargo in the sheds. However, the 
deepening and straightening of the 
channel is considered of prime mo- 
ment by tho Shipping Federation, see- 
ing that tho tendency Is for larger 
steamers. A few years ago thirty feet 
seemed to bo quite sufficient. Before

The candidates at the municipal 
election, who have combined to form 
"The Progressive Ticket," have pre- 
sented what is certainly a progres- 
sive platform. They declare in the 
first paragraph that they -stand for 
an improved water supply, better 
streets and adequate fire protection. 
These are the three things which ap- 
peal most to citizens at the present 
lime, and the Colonist feels that its 
judgment will not be seriously ques- 
tioned when it says that the gentle- 
men, who form the ticket, can bo re- 
lied upon to give the public the bene- 
fit of a wise and business-like policy 
in respect thereto. They assure the 
electors that they are not pledged to 
any particular course or to aid any 
particular party or faction, but will 
support any reasonable measure that 
are in the interests of the city. In 
view of the canvass that is being made 
by certain people, who profess to 
monopolize all the honesty in the city, 
it may not be amiss to ask the elec- 
" tors to consider the names of the 
gentlemen composing the ticket and 
decide for themselves whether their 
record in Victoria does not fully war- 
rant the claim that, If they are chosen 
to occupy seats in the City Council, 
they will approach all questions from a 
public standpoint only, and that no 
one interest will dominate the affairs 
of Victoria during their regime/ These 
statements of their attitude towards 
municipal questions generally will 
necessarily not be very unlike what 
the other candidates will put forward 
On their own behalf, and it is for the 
electors to say if in their opinion' 
these gentlemen cannot be trusted to 
carry out their undertakings in a 
manner which will be satisfactory to 
{he people at large. They are rep- 
resentative citizens, closely identified 
with ; the ; interests of Victoria and 
knowing what the electors in.'all .walks 
of life have a right to expect from the 
municipal government. Whether the 
elector is a • man of property, or one 
whose interests are all locked up in 
a business concern, or one who works 
for a daily wage, he will feel that tho 
gentlemen, who form the ticket, can 
be trusted to deal fairly by him. They 
are men who have made a success of 
their own businesses, and such men 
are those who are best nullified to 
manage the business of the public. 

The third and fourth paragraphs of 
the platform are specially interesting 
because they fire new and because 
they are very important. The candi- 
dates propose to press upon the pro- 
vincial government the advisability of 
aiding in beautifying Victoria. While 
this is new here, it Is not new else- 
where in Canada and it is especially 
not new in Ottawa. The Colonist is 
very heartily in favor of it. We pro- 
pose to strengthen their hands in every 
way to carry out this plan. It is 
something which the city of Victoria 
can very well ask of the government, 
and especially of the Leader of the 
Government as the city's representa- 
tive. We, ask Mr. McBride to look at 
this question as a Victorian and as a 
member of the legislature from Vic- 
toria, and as one who has the ambition, 
we believe, to make the city he rep- 
resents what it ought to be. We have 
every confidence that he will give It 
his support and we have little doubt 
that his colleagues will cheerfully join 
him in asking that a reasonable 
amount of assistance be given towards 
making the capital truly "Victoria the 
Beautiful." 

The fourth plank advances a propo- 
sition of more than local interest. It 
Is that a certain portion of the personal 
property tax shall bo handed over to 
the municipality to be used in the im- 
provement of tho streets. Tho Colon- 
ist has felt for some time that the ap- 
plication of the whole or a part of this 
tax to local purposes was something 
that called for immediate consideration 
by tho government, and we are very 
glad that the Progressive Ticket has 
taken tho matter up. Thb is a sub- 
ject upon which it is very desirable 
that there should be an expression of 
popular opinion, and we are very glad 
that the Ticket has declared in favor 
of it. In so doing, as in the reference 
to the duty of the government to aid 
in beautifying the city, they have 
shown that they are truly a progres- 
sive ticket. 

The policy above outlined moans 
that there will be a great deal of work 
done in the city of Victoria during tho 
year 190S if the policy presented is 
carried into effect. There will be plenty 
of work for those who look to the city i 
for employment and for a considerable 
number of others. There will bo a 
stimulus given to business. We bo- 
lievo that the election of tho Progres-

THE WATER QUESTION 

The letter written by Mr. James K. 
Rebbick, which appeared in yesterday's 
Colonist and deals with the proposed 
water by-law, is worthy, of careful 
study. In certain lines of mechanical 
engineering Mr! Rebbick is an ac- 
knowledged expert and his dally work 
Is in that capacity. What he may have 
to say about mechanical appliances is 
the fruit or long experience and much 
study. He points out some weak fea- 
tures In the proposed by-law so far as 
the mechanical aspect of it is con- 
cerned, and he makes some observa- 
tions on other phases of Mr. Adams' 
report, which will set people thinking. 
The water by-law is a matter of ilrst 
importanco and every ratepayer ought 
to give it his best consideration. There 
ought to be a full vote upon it, and 
it ought to be an intelligent vote. This 
can only be obtained after the rate- 
payers have studied the Kubject, and 
so far as this paper is concerned their 
investigation will not be hampered by 
any expressions of opinion. The 
things which the ratepayers ought to 
read, if they have not already done so 
are Mr. Adams' preliminary report, 
which will bo found In the Colonist of 
Dec. 24; Mr. Adams' detailed re- 
port, which will be found in the Col- 
onist of Jan. 3; the proposed bylaw 
which will be found in any current is- 
sue of the Times, in which only it is 
advertised; the report of the meeting 
held in the City Hall on last Wednes- 
day evening, which will be found in 
tho Colonist of the following morning; 
Mr. Rcbbick's letter, which will be 
found in the Colonist of yesterday; 
editorial references to tho use of me- 
ters, which will be found in the Col- 
onist of Jan. 3 and 4, and the Times 
of last Thursday, and an editorial ref- 
erence to the duration of tho period 
of safety of the Elk lake supply, which 
will be found, in the Colonist of yes- 
terday. If the ratepayers will give 
these matters their consideration, they 
will be able to form a correct view of 
the case as it is presented for their 
consideration by the proposed by-law. 
The question Is not one for the exhi- 
bition of any warmth. It, is purely a 
business proposal to be disposed of 
on its merits and without prejudice 
ono way or the other. 

Substantially the proposition is that 
the city shall borrow money for the 
term of fifty years to expend on a 
property, , which will certainly not be 
safe to use after a period of twenty- 
live years, and may become unsafe 
very much sooner, and from which in 
any event the supply of water will be 
so limited that it will have to be me- 
tered to every household, . with meters 
that will have to be renewed nine 
times during the period for which we 
are asked to borrow the money, to pay 
for them. This is, of course, quite ir- 
respective of the system of redistri- 
bution, but the two are contained in 
the same by-law. The Colonist has al- 
ways, favored the idea of redistribu- 
tion as an undertaking by itself. 



INFLUENCES FOR PEACE 

The United .States has a fleet on its 
way to the Pacific, which is formida- 
ble to look at, but whose fighting 
qualities have yet to be tested, and 
have, been severely criticized by those 
who ought to be in a position to 
form an opinion of some value. It 
has an army, which looks far more 
imposing on paper than it is in fact. 
On the other hand, Japan has a fleet, 
the lighting qualities of which have 
been tested, and it has the best array 
in the world for immediate use. Japan 
is short of money and has some pretty 
heavy problems on hand which cannot 
be worked out except in times of 
peace. The United States has no more 
money than is needed for normal con- 
ditions. These things will work to- 
gether for peace. The yellow press 
of the United States may declaim in 
favor of war with Japan, but the saner 
heads, who control the policy of the 
country, will not take the chance of 
losing tho navy In the course of a few 
hours' fight against the veterans of 
Japan, Neither will they run the risk 
of having a Japanese army invade the 
Philippines and face the proposition of 
having to drive It out again. In a long 
run, the United States would com- 
pletely demolish Japan, but there are 
altogether too many chances at the 
start for a sane government at Wash- 
ington to be willing to take them. On 
the other side of the case, Japan 
knows tho risk attaching to a naval 
battle between modern vessels, and 
can hardly feel so cocksure of herself 
as to jeopardize her naval position 
and her financial credit by precipitat- 
ing a conflict if It Is possible to avoid 
It. Such are some of the influences 
that make for peace at. the present 
time. There are others, but these seem 
to lie upon the very face of things.

At the same time, in view of the re- 
ports I that were in circulation, the 
provincial government acted most 
commendably in,' taking' immediate 
steps to ascertain the exact situation 
so that relief could havo been for- 
warded if found necessary. ' 

The extraordinary hiatus in the pro- 
cess 'of dealing out "justice" ' in the 
courts of California, which had the ef- 
fect of landing . Mayor Schmltz in 
prison as ,a result of being convicted 
on a charge of extortion, has been 
overcome and there Is now a fair 
prospect that the arch-grafter will 
shortly regain his liberty. Wire-pull- 
ing as a fine art is not yet dead in 
San Francisco. 



Mr. Gauvreau will ask parliament 
to enact a measure slmiliar to one 
which the government of Australia 
has adopted which provides for the 
creation o f a "fund for encouragement 
of literary persons" who are poor. If 
Mr. Gauvreau will consent to incor- 
porate the words "and newspaper" af- 
ter the word "literary" we will hold up 
both hands in favor of tho bill, which 
would then be an excellent one Indeed, 
a.nd one calculated to provide for the 
filling of a long felt want. But in that 
case where will the money come from? 



Yesterday afternoon the board of 
trado at its quarterly session dis- 
cussed four very important matters. 
One of them was tho rates of fire 
insurance, another the question of ad- 
equate protection from fire, the third 
tho desirability of securing the con- 
struction of the new fishery cruisers 
on this coast and the fourth the en- 
largement of the dry dock- Mention 
of these matters shows how largo 
amount of good work is done by an 
active board of trade. 



Press despatches say that Lansing, 
Michigan, has just experienced a 
sudden and mysterious visitation of 
sickness, thousands being suddenly 
stricken with extreme nausea. The 
disease yielded readily to treatment. 
Some sections of the United States 
are being sorely afflicted these days. 
Thus Seattle has for some weeks been 
suffering from a violent attack of 
"cold feet," and the' people of the 
sound city are more unfortunate than 
the residents of Lansing, inasmuch as 
this is a complaint that does not yield 
readily to treatment. 



Why in tho name of common sense 
does not Mr. Jerome tell Thaw that 
he can go about his business? One 
low-minded scoundrel more or less 
with a few millions roaming around 
the land, will not do the United States 
any particular amount of. harm, and' 
if he is set at large without the farce 
of another trial, public opinion will not 
be nearly as much outraged and the 
confidence of the people in the ad- 
ministration of justice will not be 
nearly so much weakened as it will be 
by the absurdity of another trial, and 
the disclosure of more social rotten- 
ness. 



The action of the provincial govern- 
ment is doubling the bounty on pan- 
thers and wolves will commend itself 
to everybody. Tho inroads made upon 
the game in the past few years have 
been serious and In no place have tho 
deer and grouse suffered greater de- 
predations than upon Vancouver Is- 
land. It is to be hoped that the in- 
creased bounty will induce hunters to 
direct special efforts against these ver- 
min. Would it not be possible to or- 
ganize a general hunt over certain cir- 
cumscribed areas during the present 
winter season? The plan has been 
pursued with considerable success In 
some portions of eastern Canada. 



As it is true that "the onlooker sees 
most of tho game" so it happens that 
strangers frequently find themselves 
In a position to point out to us oppor- 
tunities for the development of Van- 
couver island and the upbuilding of 
Victoria. Thus, in an interview, which 
we had yesterday with Mr. F. Deane, 
an American, who has for some time 
been in the Orient, we find that gentle- 
man urging us to go in for the estab- 
lishment of paper mills here. Ho 
thought it quite extraordinary that a 
move in the direction of establishing 
such an enterprise had not been made 
long ago. We sometimes feci that the 
people who least appreciate the op- 
portunities ahead of this city are to 
be found within the boundaries uf tho 
municipality. 



A strong representation is to be sent 
to Ottawa in regard to the docking 
facilities at Esquimalt. This seems 
very timely in view of the growing 
commerce of the Pacific. If the new 
Empresses are to be brought hero, or 
vessels of a similar class are to be 
built for service on the Pacific, it will 
be absolutely necessary to have great- 
er dock accommodation than is at 
present available, and If there is any 
foundation for tho report that a 
cruiser squadron is to be sent out 
with Esquimau as a base, it will 
be imperative that a largo clock 
shall be built there. The board 
of trade will forward to Ottawa a re- 
port prepared and presented to that 
body a few years ago with such addi- 
tional suggestions as recent develop- 
ment make advisable. 



If the extraordinary growth of the 
business handled at the post office bo 
any criterion, It seems likely that all 
our calculations are to be upset ns 
to tho date when the population of 
Victoria will be doubled. As a matter 
of fact, we can only guess at what the 
population is at tho present momont. 



The figures of, the,, last ■ census will 
help us 'but little " in • arriving at an 
accurate estimate, owing to tho re- 
mote date at which it was taken, and 
as we have not recently had a com- 
plete directory issued, we are quite 
in the dark in regard to the number 
of. people actuully residing in the city 
at tho present time. Wo know that 
the city is literally full of newcomers, 
and it is frequently remarked by' 
those who may bo termed "the old 
residents" that when they take a walk 
on any of the principal streets, they 
"feel as if they no longer know any- 
body in town," they see so many 
strange faces. Then, asain, it is to 
bo remembered that there is hardly a 
vacant house in tho city; private 
boarding houses are full, and those 
who rent rooms In private residences 
find no difficulty in securing tenants. 
In view of all this, we should not be 
in the slightest surprise if we were 
told that the present population is, 
considerably in excess of 30,000.

A XiOtm to Journalism. 

The death Is announced of Mr. J. R. 
Cameron.for many years editor of Tho 
Hamilton Spectator. He had a long and 
active life, but for many years his work 
i was strictly confined to the journal to 
I which he gave both character and dis- 
! Unction. Ho took no part in public 
I movements and oven abstained from 
1 participation in the meetings and movo- 
j ments connected with his own profes- 
sion. He was n. clear and aggressive 
I writer and generally was uncompromis- 
i Ing to his devotion to the Interests of 
j the Conservative party. Now and then, 
however, he could utte? the note of pro- 
test,- and he had certain convictions of 
his own to which he was resolutely 
faithful. He ranked with the late James 
Fahey as the best paragraphor of his 
time, and there was a freedom and bold- 
ness in his humor which made it irre- 
sistible. By his death the Canadian 
press loses something of its gaiety and 
something of its dash and virility. — To- 
ronto News. 

By the death of John Robson Cam- 
eron, the Hamilton Spectator loses a 
bdilllant pen. He was among the first 
to invent the paragraph, and to his last 
day continued among the first in the 
practice of that difficult and delicate 
art. — Toronto Star. 

While Mr. Cameron particularly shone 
as a paragraphor, his leading articles, 
which seldom exceeded half a column, 
were lucid, comprehensive, and soundly 
logical. Though one' of the most loyal 
and aggressive party men, he was inde- 
pendent in the best sense of the term, 
and on conspicuous occasions never hes- 
itated to advise against any line of par- 
ty policy which he considered unwise or 
opposed to the best Interests of the peo- 
ple. It was this fearless criticism of 
party, combined with the staunchest loy- 
alty to Conservative principles, which 
has made the Hamilton Spectator tho 
power it is in journalism. 
. Personally Mr. Cameron was -one of 
the most likable' men, open hearted, 
broad minded, upright, and generous; a 
brilliant conversationalist, a very Don 
Qulxoto In his antagonism to shams and 
hypocrisy, anil always ready to espouse 
the cause of the weak against tho 
strong, regardless of the insinuating in- 
fluence of policy or personal interest. 
In his death every reader of the Spec- 
tator will feel, lie has lost a personal 
friend, and throughout the newspaper 
profession of Canada there will bo a 
sorrowing sense of loss at the news of 
the untimely death of "Don" Cameron. — 
Ottawa Citizen.

Citizen* Progressive Ticket. 

Sir — As there seems to bo come mis- 
apprehension in certain quarters as to

The condition of our Btroets, 
the streets of "beautiful Victoria,'' ns 
we are advertising it, havo become a 
by-word and a laughing stock from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic, as any traveler 
will tell you. 0?i all sides were heard 
bitter complaints and anathemas, but up 
to within two weeks of the election no- 
body had done anything to try and bring 
about a better state of affairs. 

What is everybody's business seems 
to be nobody's business, so tho only re- 
sult was talk. To my mind, the great 
curse under which Victoria has labored 
for years has boon the unaccountable 
apathy of her citizens toward any much 
needed Improve ments in the city, and 
the evident distaste of well tried busi- 
ness men to come forward and tako a- 
prominent part In municipal or other 
public matters. In order to try and 
remedy this state of affairs some eight- 
een or twenty men got together in order 
to set tho ball rolling. Every one of 
them knew that there was always a risk 
of the cry being started that it was a 
"hole-in-the-corner meeting" if only a 
few got together for any purpose what- 
ever, but as the time was so short it 
was imperative that a beginning should 
be made by somebody. At that meeting 
all creeds, classes and political faiths 
were represented.

As was to have been expected, the 
issertion by a prominent naval critic 
that the United States fleet, which 
cost the nation upwards of a hun 
dred and fifty million dollars, is 
worthless for fighting and only fit for 
the scrap heap, has raised the popular 
wrath and been seized upon as by the 
demon Democratic party as a .weapon. 
The latter, of course, revive the old 
Gry, deprecating the policy of acquir- 
ing distant dependencies, and con- 
demn a naval programme necessitated 
by that policy. But in some quarters 
it is held that this adverse criticism 
will do good. Thus the Montreal 
Witness says: 

The general effect of the McClure 
criticism has been to lower popular 
conceit in the Roosevelt armada. So 
far as this produces a more sober and 
practical consideration of the ques- 
tions back of the naval promenade it 
will be good for the nation. It will be 
fortunate should Admiral Evans re- 
turn without having an experience of 
storm and stress, like that which 
came to the Duke of Medina Sldonia 
on his expedition to England, or that 
of Admiral Rojestvensky on his voy- 
age to Vladivostok. Admiral Evans 
has no enemy to meet ahead, but 
winds and -waves and a terrible coast 
line are all before him. 

Extraordinary as the contention may 
Beem, it is now quite clear that the; 
net result to this country of the recent 
financial flurry in tho United States 
will be tho securing of an excellent ad- 
vertisement and a distinct impetus to 
the growth and expansion rather than 
any ill effect. For instance, many 
shrewd observers in tha neighboring 
republic have had a watchful eye on 
Canada during the period of the panic, 
and they confess themselves as abso- 
lutely amazed at the ease with which wo 
have surmounted the difficulties at- 
tendant upon a situation which was 
full of embarrassments. Thus, the 
Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, after 
pointing out that there lias been but 
little reduction in the industrial out- 
put in the Dominion, rind that there is 
now no hope of Canadians being dis- 
posed to favor annexation to tho 
United States, continues: 

The prevalent assumption seems to 
have been that In due time the people 
of Canada would get tired of their 
isolated and supposedly semi-stagnant 
position, and I ha l. until they did so 
they might well be ignored as a factor 
in conditions on this continent. All 
these theories, however, belong to a. 
bygone day, lis anyone must see who 
keeps trade of what the Dominion has 
been doing. Tt is (rue that with an 
area substantially equal to our own 
she has a population of only about 
seven millions, or less than that of 
Pennsylvania But it is likewise true 
that her foreign trade per capita far 
exceeds that of the United States, and 
is rapidly developing into a source of 
permanent prosperity, unless all indi- 
cations arc at fault. In the meantime 
tt Is pointed out that the. revenues of 
the Canadian government have moro 
than doubled In tho last ten years, 
amounting now approximately to one 
hundred million dollars annually; 
while. tho sums Invested by that gov- 
ernment in railroads, canals, harbor 
and river improvements and other- bet- 
terments of a permanent character arc. 
not fur from four hundred millions!

ABOUT PEOPLE 



By the death of Sir John Strachey 
there is -removed from us one of two 
distinguished brothers who over a per- 
iod longer than that of any other mem- 
ber of the Indian Civil Service helped 
to rule our great Indian dependency, 
says the Belfast Whig. There was 
hardly a great office of state,* as Sir 
John once wrote, from that of acting 
viceroy, lieutenant-governor, or mem- 
ber of council downwards, which either 
ho or his older brother, 'General Sir 
Richard Strachey, ...who survives him, 
hart' not held, or with which they had 
not been intimately associated. It was 
after Sir John 'Strachey' worked with 
such splendid ability as a/ reforming 
finance minister that the trouble arose 
over underestimating the cost of the 
Afghan warl^ 

The policy of Lord Lytton, the vice- 
roy, was attacked with such vehemence 
by the Liberal opposition that the gov- 
ernor-general resigned, and he was 
followed by Sir John, who left India at 
the end of 1S30, after thirty-eight years' 
service there. Five years later, when 
the . Conservatives returned to power, 
one of tho first acts of Lord Randolph 
Churchill during his brief tenure of the 
office of Indian secretary was to ap- 
point Sir John to the India council. Sir 
John was the son of a- member of the 
Bengal civil service and a grandson of 
the first baronet, who was at one time 
private secretary to Lord Clive. Ho 
married the daughter of a Bengal civil 
servant (she died only a few months 
ago), and two of his sons continued 
the association with India. Colonel 
Strachey was private secretary to suc- 
cessive lieutenant-governors of . the 
United provinces, and Sir A. Strachey, 
who died in 1901, was chief justice of 
tho Allahabad high court. 
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.The, news telegraphed by our Rome 
correspondent last week to the effect 
that the Pope has in attacking the 
modernists in his allocution addressed 
to the newly-appointed cardinals ex- 
pressed tho wish that instead of as- 
sailing the church from within they 
would go over to her open enemies is 
ah indication of the state of Vturmoili 
into which, tho four years of (ho new, 
Pontificate have plunged the Roman 
Catholic church. Nowhere is the dan- 
ger of this attitude- of aloofness from,' 
and indifference to, the varying intel- 
lectual surroundings In which the; 
leaven of Catholicism has to work bet-' 
ter shown In tho recent controversy 
in England as to whether or not tho 
encyclical was specially directed 
against the work and teaching of. 
Newman. The pope should surely 
have known that one of the vital fac-. 
tors in the enormous headway which 
Roman Catholicism has made as a 
living force in England during the 
last : half century has been the influ- 
ence of the great English Cardinal, 
and'this knowledge it would have been, 
thought, might have served to res- 
train Pius X. from even the suspicion 
of an attack on a work tho reasoning 
of which has formed the chief rung 
in the ladder by which ho and the 
numerous converts who have followed 
him have made* their accession into 
tlie Roman Catholic fold. Certainly 
It .is • possible to admire the adhesion 
of'"'£he pope to his principles if the 
principles professed in the Encyclical 
are his, but whether he can succeed 
in enforcing them now is another mat- 
ter. For our part wo are convinced 
that .he will find tho intellectual forces 
arrayed against him too strong, and 
our lament is only that tho great or- 
ganization of the Roman Catholic 
church, with its fabulous possibilities 
as an instrument for" good, should be 
engaged in harassing its dock. — Lon- 
don Morning Post. 

The burial of Lord Kelvin in West- 
minster Abbey was a fitting and glor- 
ious culmination to a career of bril- 
liant distinction. His interment in 
what may rightly be regarded as 
England's Pantheon 1 confers no added 
lustre to his name, for his scientific 
achievements suffice to keep alive the 
memory of his genius. But the stately 
ceremony of yesterday was a con- 
vincing proof of a nation's esteem and 
reverence, and the tribute paid to the 
scientist in death was but a corollary 
of the appreciation that lie won In 
life. Tho funeral was representative 
of tho learned world both hero and 
abroad, and the erubassises of foreign 
nations united with our own Royal 
family in offering a last mark of re- 
spect to the great dead. The interna- 
tional character of this assemblage 
reflected the world-wide loss that has 
been sustained, for the inventive mind 
of Lord Kelvin benefited not merely 
his country, but the whole civilized 
globe. — London Tribune. 

London Daily Mail. — The native un- 
rest in Natal shows no signs of dis- 
appearing, though Dinizulu is under 
lock and key undergoing- his trial for 
sedition.

Now that the Zulus have been dis- 
armed, tho ' danger Is no longer so 
great, but it must always remain 
serious. For it must be remembered 
that in Natal a mere handful of whites 
live Jn the midst of a dense native 
population not too well affected to the 
European. When Silwane lias been 
called to order the old difficulties will 
remain demanding great patience and 
tact on the part of the people of Na- 
tal. As such is the condition of af- 
fairs, no one in England should add 
to the embarrassmens which confront 
tho Natal Ministry. Those who imag- 
ino that their white relatives are al- 
ways in the wrong and the black man 
In the right are committing in a worse 
and more inexcusable form the very 
error Imputed to the Ministry of 
George HI. by American historians in 
using the Red Indians against the col- 
onists. The fault is the more inex- 
cusable because in the case of the re- 
volted American colonies it is prob- 
able that both sides were equally to 
blame, where, the whites of Natal have 
given their English foes no provoca- 
tion. Tho self-righteous critics in 
this country ought to know that the 
White population of Natal live in a 
veritable powder magazine, and should 
refrain from adding to the ever-pres- 
ent danger of explosion by incendiary 
speeches.

The interim report of the fire in- 
surance committee of the board of 
trade formed the basis of tne prin- 
cipal discussion of that body at their 
regular Quarterly meeting yesterday 
afternoon. The report was laid on the 
table and further time for tne com- 
pletion of their report wUs asked tor, 
ana granted to tne committee. * 

P.unng the general discussion which 
took place it appeared that the com- 
mittee had ascertained that in the 
past HI years the average annual loss- 
es by lire In the city of Victoria were 
in tne neighborhood of $34,000, but 
that for the last nine years the an- 
nual average loss had exceeded thait fig- 
ure by about $10,000. So far, how- 
over, as the committee had been able 
to ascertain, an opinion evidently 
shared by thoso present, the fire has- 
urd today, inside the lire limits, is less 
than it ased to be,, and particularly 
since the big lire of lust summer when 
so much dangerous property was des- 
troyed., .lo.vievv of the fact, too, that 
the city now has a fully paid lire de- 
partment ■ it was' generally felt that 
there was no justification whatever in 
the recent increase of lire insurance 
rates to the extent of 30 per cent with- 
in 1 he downtown districts. It was 
shown that Victoria has been a profit- 
aide insurance center, and the con- 
sensus of the board was that it was 
not fair to mulct the citizens of this 
city to help" the insurance companies 
to pay their losses in recent conllagra- 
tions in cities in tht United States. 

President F. A. Pauline was in tho 
chair and among those present were:

The question of the. construction of 
a fishery cruiser or cruisers was dis- 
cussed and on the motion of J. T.

"That this board would urge most 
strongly that the fishing cruiser or 
cruisers about to be provided for use 
on the British Columbia coast bo 
built within tho province, where the 
facilities for shipbuilding are amply 
sufficient to insure the government re- 
ceiving tenders for tho work at a fair 
price." 

Some two years ago the board took 
up the matter of increased docking 
facilities with t>e Dominion govern- 
ment, and sent a strong memorial to 
the minister of Public Works recom- 
mending that the docking facilities at 
Esquimalt be rendered adequate for 
modern ships of war and for vessels 
of the mercantile marine of the largest 
size. In view of the repeated rumors 
that the ships of the British navy are 
/likely once more to make this port 
their headquarters, it was the opinion 
of the board that, this was an oppor- 
tune time to take the matter up again. 

Thos. D. Veitch, manager of the 
Royal Bank of Canada, was elected 
a member of the board. 
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Pardon Was On the Way. 

C'onnerly, one of the two prisoners 
who made a getaway from the Vic- 
toria Jail on Wednesday, was for many 
years a resident of New Westminster, 
having been brought up by foster par- 
ents. After having been sentenced to 
serve, a sixteen months' sentence for 
stealing a coat here In Juno of last 
year, strong efforts were made to se- 
cure a pardon for the prisoner, and 
to this end a petition was circulated 
among the business men, being largely 
signed. This was forwarded to the 
minister of Justice at Ottawa, by J. p. 
Kennedy, the lawyer who had defend- 
ed the young man at his trial. Accord- 
ing to unofficial advices received here 
this week, the pardon has been grant- 
ed by the minister, and is even now 
on its way to Victoria.

PARKS BOARD HOLDS 
ITS LAST MEETING 

• —. — r. 

Considers Reports and Fin- 
ishes Up Small Amount 
of Arrears

The last meeting of tho present 
parks board was held yesterday after- | 
noon when a small amount of arrears 
of work .and several xeports rwere. 
dealt with. Those present were John 
Arbuthnot, In the chair, Mayor Morley, 
John Nelson, G. E. Wilkerson, Alder- 
I men Honderson and Vincent. 

The following report of tho year's 
proceedings, prepared by tho secretary 
of tho board, W. J. Dowler, was sub- 
mitted and adopted: 

By virtue of a by-law passed by the 
municipal council of the corporation of 
tho city of Victoria on the 17th day 
of June, 1907, entitled the Parks' Board 
by-law, and in accordance with its 
provisions the following gentlemen 
were appointed members of the Public 
Parks board, namely: John Arbuth- 
not, Frederick Bernard Pemberton, 
John Nelson and George A. Wilkerson. 
These were the appointees of the coun- 
cil from citizens outside that body, 
the members of the council appointed 
to the board by resolution of the coun- 
cil and confirmed by the said by-law, 
in addition to those above mentioned, 
being His Worship the Mayor, and 
Aldermen Vincent and Henderson. 

The first meeting of tho board took 
blace on the 20th day of June, Mr. 
John Arbuthnot being appointed chair- 
man and Mr. W. J. Dowler, secretary, 
of the board. A committee was ap- 
pointed consisting of tho chairman, Mr. 
Nelson and his worship the mayor, to 
consult the city solicitors and draw 
tip a series of regulations (see Appen- 
dix A) which were adopted by tho 
board on the 4th day of July and in- 
corporated in a by-law passed by the 
City council on the 22nd day of July, 
known as the "Park Regulations Con- 
firmation By-law, 1907." 

On the 4th day of July, 1907, it was 
decided to complete the work of boule- 
varding which had been partially done, 
on certain streets and to undertake a 
complete boulevardlng of other streets. 
A list at these streets is given in Ap- 
pendrix B. On tho 19th day of July 
a letter was received from the Hon- 
orable Mr. J. S. Helmcken calling In 
question the right of the Victoria Gas 
company to lay pipes in that part of 
Beacon Kill park known as Hey wood 
avenue which question was finally set- 
tled by an agreement entered Into be- 
tween the Gas Company and the city 
under which it is incumbent upon tho 
Gas company to remove their pipes 
from Heywood avenue whenever re- 
quested so to do by the city. 

Sundry matters relating to improve- 
ment of the bear pit and other con- 
ditions in the park then received atr 
tention. At this meeting the question 
of deciding upon specifications for the 
construction of boulevards in general 
also received the attention of the board 
and such specifications was eventually 
determined on the 12th day of August, 
including the character of the trees to 
be planted upon the various streets 
boulevarded, and to be boulovarded. 

Notice was served upon tho Tram- 
way company in regard to the removal 
of all guy wires from trees in. .thfc 
parks and, op the streets of the 1 ' city- 
Action 'was also subsequently taken to 
prevent the driving of cattle on boule- 
varded streets. On the 12th day of 
September, Mr. D. D. England was 
appointed superintendent of boule- 
vards, his remuneration to be $3.50 per 
day, it being understood and decided 
that his Work should form part of the 
work included in the city engineer's 
department, and that he should receive 
Ills instructions from the city engineer 
as well as from the board. 

These and sundry other matters 
arising out of correspondence received 
by the board from time to time were 
dealt with in due course. The boule- 
vard committee was appointed at the 
first meeting of the board, and con- 
sisted of Alderman Vincent, and 
Messrs. Wilkerson and Pemberton. 
For a statement of tho expenditures 
made by the board from the appro- 
priation voted in its favor by the city 
council it will be necessary to refer 
to such an account- thereof as may be 
prepared by the city auditor. 

The several monthly reports re- 
ceived from tho superintendent of 
boulevards upon the work of con- 
struction is hereto appended (see ap- 
pendix C). Tile foregoing is respect- 
fully submitted by the undersigned 
in order that the Initial work of the 
board may be a subject of record for 
future reference should occasion arise. 

W. J. DOWLER, Sec'y. 
Superintendent's Report. 

D. D. England, superintendent of 
boulevards, submitted a report of the 
work done under his direction for De- 
cember as follows: 
Gentlemen : 

In submitting my monthly report I 
may say that the only work clone was 
at Quadra street cemetery, where a 
good showing ha.3 been made. The 
plan I made for the removal of the 
monuments and their arrangement in 
tlie back part of the cemetery and the 
laying out of the grounds into a 
public park, was adopted both by the 
cemetery committee and the provincial 
government, and the work done ac- 
cording thereto, and I am satisfied 
that, when completed, will form a val- 
uable addition to the park system, as 
it will be, when the city increases, in 
tho heart of the city. 

Work has ceased for the time being 
on the 'North ward park during the 
wet weather. 

I am preparing for tho planting of 
tho trees on the boulevards next week. 
A few changes have been suggested 
from the original plan in the varieties 
of trees; some of them cannot bo ob- 
tained here. 

I am sorry to have to report that 
tho streets ready for boulevardlng are 
not in shape to go on with, and unless 
something is done at once, I shall be 
compelled to let most of the men go, 
but trust that steps will bo taken to 
avoid the same. 

Article No. 2 of tho parl« by-law 
declares that tho work for the coming 
year must be outlined and estimates 
made and passod during the month of 
February, and this cannot bo done un- 
less one is familiar with the work, and 
I would ask that power be given me 
accordingly, as there Is no time to 
lose.

to make for the' hew year, but this wi'l 
come when the board is re-organized. 

- , ( D. P.. ENGLAND. 
Further Recommendations. 

Another report . by ' Mr. England, 
which should have been submitted at 
the last meeting -of the board, .but 
which was overlooked, was also read 
and adopted, jas follows: 

In following out tho suggestions 
made and adopted at the last meeting 
of tho parks board, I here submit for 
your approval a list of streets and 
avenues suitable for boulevardlng, to- 
gether with a map of Victoria, col- 
ored, showing those already construct- 
ed, those soon to be constructed, and 
those proposed.' In doing so, I may 
say, I have gone over these streets 
and find most, of them in a condition 
that adapts them . for immediate con- 
struction, only a few of them needing 
curbing, and as the cost of curbing is 
more than the cost of boulevardlng, to 
say nothing of the delay it causes, it 
will be seen at a glance that a great 
deal of improvement can be done at a 
comparatively small cost. 

It is necessary in the interests of 
economy that a number of streets bo 
submitted at one time, although it is 
not necessary that thoy should bo 
completed at once, the idea being that 
one street will help another with fill- 
ing, soil, etc. Again, as the city is 
clearing up the streets the surplus 
material could be used for filling, 
thereby effecting a saving both on the 
city work and boulevardlng. ' : 

The board could select which' streets 
are to be done from time to time, and 
I am satisfied that in a few. years the 
steps taken will not be 1 . regretted- 

I may say I have submitted the 
plan with the idea of the board for- 
mulating a park and boulevard sys- 
tem, connecting all city property, such 
as parks, cemeteries and public build- 
ings. Such systems are being adopted 
by many of the cities and municipali- 
ties on this continent, the states and 
provinces and municipalities combin- 
ing in them.' 

I have, while attending conventions 
In this line, driven over many of the 
systems in the United States of Amer- 
ica and Canada, and I do not know of 
any place that lends itself to such 
possibilities as AHctoria and district. 
In my opinion no time should be lost 
in adopting such a system as will se- 
cure to the people of i Victoria the 
driveways along the .water fronts be- 
fore they are monopolized, and the 
beautiful water and other scenery 
blocked from view- for all time, some- 
thing that not only the present, but 
future generations would .regret. .

Other Business. 

Edward Musgrave wrote the board, 
pointing out the need of a shelter at 
the Beacon Hill terminus of the B. C. 
Electric Company's line. Ho stated 
that he understood that the company 
was willling to erect a shelter of the 
ordinary kind or If the city wanted 
something: more ornamental to con- 
tribute towards such a shelter. Mr. 
Musgravo also complained of rubbish 
being dumped outside tho park, along 
the Dallas road. The board referred 
tho matter of the shelter at the park 
to the incoming board, and as to the 
rubbish, the mayor stated that, this 
was being deposited by nearby own- 
ers, and not being brought upon the 
ground from other parts of. the city. 
The police will be instructed to see 
that this practice is put an end to. 

Residents along Dallas road, be- 
tween the rifle ranges and the ceme- 
tery, asked permission for the erection 
of telephone poles. Tho request will 
be granted. A complaint from Hey- 
wood avenue residents about (he cut- 
ting of trees by employes rf n. o. 
Electric Company Was received. Mayor 
Morley explained that the offense had 
been committed a week ago nnd that 
the company had stated that such 
should not be allowed to occur again, 
The feeling of tho meeting was strong- 
ly in favor of the prosecution of any 
person who hereafter cut trees with- 
out the authority of the board. 



WANT TO STRIKE OFF 
MORE VOTERS' NAMES 



Harold Robertson Makes Ap- 
plication Today — Tangle 
• . Over Voters' List . 



Application will bo made this morn- 
ing before Mr. Justice Clement by Har- 
old Robertson to strike off a number 
of names from the municipal voters' 
list. It is understood that the appli- 
cation is the result of a belief that if 
the decision of Magistrate Jay regard- 
ing, tho inability of non-taxpaying wo- 
men to enjoy the municipal franchise Is 
correct, that neither should men over 
fifty who do not pay the road tax and 
who have not paid any other taxes be 
entitled to vote. It is further held by 
some that the principle will apply to 
Dominion officials of different kinds, 
and it is understood that the names 
selected Include specimens of each 
class. 

W. J. Taylor, K.C., has been retained 
by those whose names are thus at- 
tacked, and Frank Hlggins has ' also 
announced his intention to be present 
though his right to address the court 
may be challenged by the other bar- 
risters on the grounds that he does 
not represent any of those directly in- 
terested In the application. 

Several applications were made to 
various judges yesterday without, re- 
sult in an attempt to have such a hear- 
ing granted. The chief justice told tho 
applicants to go before the police ma- 
gistrate, and on being informed that ho 
had .already given a decision stated 
that the matter could only be heard af- 
ter proper notice had been given. Tho 
result%was that the arrangement to 
bring the matter up before Mr. Justice 
Clement In the morning was made. 

The whole matter of the municipal 
franchise seems to bo In a tangle just 
now. It is understood that the mayor 
has not removed the names ordered off 
the list by Magistrate Jay, although 
Frank Higgins says the nayor told him 
ho would do so. Ask 2d what steps, 
if any, he would take to enforce obedi- 
eneo to .tho order of the magistrate, Mr. 
Higgins said that he did not propose 
to take any at present, but stated that 
in his opinion the election would bo 
void If any of those who had been 
ordered off the list voted at the elec- 
tion. The situation is rendered still 
more delicate by the fact that the may- 
or, who was one of the court of re- 
vision, and who is at present neglect- 
ing to comply with the ' order of the 
magistrate in regard to the voters' 
list, is a candidate for re-election, and 
so his chances of re-election may not 
unreasonably be supposed to be af- 
fected by the stand he has taken in the 
'matter. The other two members of 
tho court of revision, Aldermen Hall 
and Fullerton, are also candidates at 
the ensuing election — the former for 
mayor and the latter for alderman. Dr. 
Hail takes the position that his pros- 
pects are not affected by the removal 
Of tho non-taxpaying females, believing 
that the vote thus lost would be about 
evenly divided between the two at the 
election were it allowed to be cast, and 
of course neither he nor Alderman 
Fullerton have anything to do with the 
non-compliance with this order, as un- 
der the statute it is .directed to the 
m'ayor only- . " "- . ... . . • : ••

s Tho university men of tho province, 
b'ftth those connected with the present 
institutions of various kinds, offshoots 
of Eastern universities or those estab- 
lished by religious denominations, are 
uniformly in favor of the establish- 
ment of a provincial university. They 
have awaited with interest the details 
of tho bill which it is almost certain 
Hon. Dr. Young, minister of education, 
will introduce at the approaching ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

jaVer'y institution of higher educa- 
tion in the province signified its wil- 
lingness to affiliate with the proposed 
university. They have everything to 
gain by tho move and nothing to lose, 
as the experience in Ontario proved. 
The lesser d( linatlonal colleges in 
Ontario clus; ' around the city ot 
Toronto affilii 1 with the major col- 
lege found i,.. .nselves strengthened 
by that alliance, their sphere of in- 
fluence increased and the cost of edu- 
cation lowered. Trinity University, 
after long holding out. finally found 
it expedient to join. also. In the case 
of Queen's there were exceptional rea- 
sons for that institution maintaining 
its identity. . 

The mere fact that the strength of 
a university depends upon the strength 
of Its component units, as a prominent 
educationalist of the province pointed 
out to a Colonist reporter ' yesterday, 
has been recognized by them. 

"What does it matter whether those 
component units/' he remarked, "con- 
sists of a mining school in the boun- 
dary country, an agricultural school 
in the Similkamecn district and other 
faculties scattered where natural ad- 
vantages render their location advis- 
able? Pe'ople. nowadays no longer de- 
fine a university as a pile of build- 
ings," 

It Is stated on what Is extremely 
good authority that the bill to bo in- 
troduced at the approaching session 
in no way deals with tho site of the 
proposed university. It is almost cer- 
tain that certain faculties will be lo- 
cated in different places. Where the 
central organization buildings will be 
located will have to be decided later. 

"The chance is an excellent one," 
the gentleman quoted above, re- 
marked, "for the wealthy men of tho 
province to show their philanthropy 
and to earn undying fame for them- 
selves by establishing 'founders' 
scholarships,' etc. Money contributed 
now would more than perpetuate their 
memory. The memory of McGill, Yale, 
Cornell, Perm and many others has 
been kept green chiefly by tho fact 
that they established la 'founders' 
fund' for a similar institution. It's 
a great .chance for the man -with 
money."

HINTS 0_N_HEALTH 

The Importance of Baths 

As a general rule, It is not fully 
realized to what an extent bathing ef- 
fects the health of the whole body. In 
the lower layers of the skin are situat- 
ed the sweat glands and the oil glands, 
opening by mcana of minute' pores 
through the outer layers of the skin. 
By means of these, waste matter is re- 
moved in the form of perspiration, the 
flow of which, while the body is at 
rest is not very rapid, with the result 
that it Is removed by evaporation, but 
when by exertion the body becomes 
overheated, small drops are formed. 
Should the pores become chocked up, 
their duties devolve upon internal or- 
gans, with tho result that if the lat- 
ter are out of order, Wiey are subject- 
ed to a severe strain. Here, then, we 
see the primary reason for the neces- 
sity of frequent bathing. 

Temperature of Baths t 

The best temperature of baths for 
the ordinary individual is between 70 
degrees and -fcb degrees Fahrenheit. 
This neither give's the system a -sudden 
shock as do cold baths, nor does H 
produce the stimulation of the ex- 
treme hot bath. Care should be taken 
not to remain too long in the bath, as 
the effect is weakening upon the sys- 
tem. - The frequency of the bathing 
must be governed by its effect upon 
the bather. To secure best results to 
health and prevent chills the bath 
should be taken just before retiring, as 
the body is not exposed for some hours. 
Cold baths are used by those hardy 
enough to stand them, for' aids in pro- 
moting and preserving health, and are 
as a ruje taken first thing in the morn- 
ing. But here, too the individual's 
discretion must be used, as many are 
not benelitcd by cold baths, but the 
effect is to give headaches, sickness or 
langour. Hot baths arc used as power- 
ful, stimulants in the treatment of dis- 
eases or their prevention. 

Purifying the Breath 

Foul breath may be due to the con- 
dition of the teeth, diseases of the nose 
or throat, or the stomach. The surest 
method of removing them is to treat 
the source when discovered. But to a 
great extent it may be remedied by 
carefully cleansing and disinfecting 
tile mouth and no.se. The following 
Is an excellent wash for the mouth 
or nose: Carbolic acid, 1 drachm; 
lavender water or eau-tlo-Coiogne, 2 
drachms, and made up to S ouncci 
with water. 

Eucalyptus Oil 

This is obtained from the Australian 
Blue Gum tree, and finds frequent ap- 
plication as a disinfectant and de- 
odorant. It is used in cases of malar- 
ial fever, and for disease of the bron- 
chial tubes, and may be either taken 
internally or inhaled. A few drops of 
it put In a basin of boiling water and 
tlie steam Is Inhaled. If sprinkled on 
a handkerchief and Inhaled thus it is 
very useful in relieving the choked up 
feeling due to a cold in tho head.

HEALTHlflNTS 



Bathing In salt water tones up the 
skin and gives it a fresh, wholesome 
color. 

In even severe attacks of colic a 
teaspoonful of salt dissolved in a tea- 
cupful of 'cold water has been known 
to give immediate relief. Tho same 
dose will revive a person who has 
been stunned by a heavy fall, if lie 
can be forced to swallow 'it. 

Instead of using too much powder 
for cleansing the teeth occasionally use 
tho liquid preparations that tire per- 
fectly harmless and purifying. It is 
said that, few of the tootli powders 
arc injurious, though too much use of 
powder will injure the enamel. 

According to the dictum of Kng^i.-h 
diet specialists, a free use of currants 
in daily food is one of the most effec- 
tive means of producing a clear, rosy 
, complexion- Currants seem also to 
* satisfy the craving both for k strong 
acids and sweets, which are respons- 
ible for many muddy or coarse com- 
plexions. Besides possessing the inci- 
dental advantage of a beauty food, 
currants are known to be the most 
nutritious of all fruits, as they con- 
sist almost wholly of grape sugar in 
the "form that is entirely assimilated 
during digestion. As a consequence of 
a wide dissemination of these facts 
through physicians and specialists, the 
use of currant bread in England haj 
become almost as common as that of 
ordinary wheat bread. 

Even though cold weather Is com- 
ing', keep the windows open. Impure 
air and darkened rooms are often the 
cause of poor health. One feels much 
better in a clear atmosphere with the 
sun shining brightly. Keep the win- 
dow in the sleeping apartment open 
enough to give sufficient fresh air. 
Even though the room is unhealed 
and cold, the window should be open 
Just the same. A sleeper will soon 
breathe up all the fresh air and if 
there 'is not a constant supply of oxy- 
gen he simply breathes over and over 
again the poison thrown off 1 by the 
lungs.

Fourth — The .Stanford team wer«e 
put up at both the Union and Pacific 
clubs during their stay in the city.

Drops Out of the North- 
western League / 

Vancouver, Jan. 10. — A decision not 
to handle baseball at all thls^summer 
was arrived at by the directors of tho 
Rocraation Park and Amusement com- 
pany at a meeting held yesterday af- 
ternoon. They are willing, however, 
to allow someone io take over the 
franchise and will rent the grounds at 
a nominal sum. 

Last week the directors wrote to 
President J. J. McCaffrey, of Toronto, 
asking him to recommend a good ball 
player, Canadian preferred, 'who would 
oe capable of managing tho team. The 
directors added that they were willing 
to pay a good salary and in addition 
offer a bonus of $800 for a winning 
team, $600 for second place and $300 
for third. 

No reply was received except an in- 
timation that the letter had been 
passed on and the next step was the 
granting of an Interview with Bert 
Finney, of Tacoma, Gus Klopf and 
Ralph Frary. Nothing came of this, 
however, and today President G. Clay- 
ton Leonard, of the Park company, 
gave out the following statement: 

"It is true we wrote to Toronto, but 
they kept us waiting so long for an 
answer that we broke off negotiations, 
and' we definitely decided that wo 
would not handle any baseball this 
summer. Wo do not intend to close 
down on the game, and are willing to 
turn over the franchise to any good 
man or party who would like to work 
it with a good team. We will let our 
grounds at a nominal rental to help it, 
but refuse to handle the game our- 
selves. There is not enough money in 
it. We have also refused to deal with 
the Tacoma men. We were hood- 
winked and bulldozed last year and 
don't intend to bo caught again. Un- 
less we can satisfy tho people with 
decont baseball, we will not attempt 
to handle the game again.

Advises Early Construction of 
22 Knot Modern Steamer 
and Two 18 Knot Craft 



FISHERIES BEING DEPLETED 



Says Grounds Will Be Ruined 
by Alien Fishermen in 
Six Years 



Capt Ne\\«corr)b, of ,t]ie . fishery pro- 
tection cruiser Kestrel, in Ills annual 
report published by the marine and 
fisheries department recommends the 
early construction of the fast fishery 
protection cruister for which an appro- 
priation of $250,000 was voted over a 
year ago, to be iVMlowed by two smaller 
vessels, all to Ibe equipped with fast 
motor launches, , as the only solution 
of the preservation of the coastal fish- 
eries of British Columbia from the in- 
vasion of the poaching- craft. He points 
out the necessiay of this protection 
showing that during 1906 as much as 
39,334,329 pounds of halibut was taken 
in British Columbia waters by foreign 
fishing craft and fishermen. 

The Kestrel's commander says in his 
report to the head of the fisheries de- 
partment: "I would respectfully and 
earnestly recommend that the solution 
of the predatory fishing in the coast 
waters of British Columbia, Is.viz., one 
first class up-to-date cruiser, about 
200 feet length of keel, with a speed of 
not less than 20 to 22 knots (not miles) 
be placed in commissian and ready for 
service within the ne*xt six months 
and be equipped for general service 
and to carry at least four fast motor 
launches with which to protect the 
coast harbors against foreign fisher- 
men cleaning their fish In said har- 
bor's. The cruiser to be followed at 
the earliest possible date by the con- 
struction of two smaller cruisers, 
about 120 feet in length (fishermen 
type of vessel) with a speed capacity 
of IS knots, such vessel to be equipped 
with, one fast motor launch. 

"My reason for asking for this type 
of vessel is firstly, that they would be 
able to put to sea when the fishermen 
do;, second, there are at the present 
time foreign craft frequenting our wa- 
ters with a speed capacity of 15 knots, 
and a cruiser to be of service should 
not only run as fast as its opponent, 
but be able to overtake it; this com- 
bined with the facts that during the 
different months of the year the west 
coast of Briish Columbia is visited by 
severe gales which these vessels are 
liable to be caught in and would have 
to contend with, it is therefore impera- 
tive that none by first class vessels 
should be put into commission in this 
service. 

"My reason for asking that the above 
stated vessels be put into commission 
at as early a date as possible is, viz.: 
During the year of 1903 there were 16 
United States fishing vessels (three 
steamer and thirteen schooners) en- 
gaged in fishing halibut off the coast 
of British Columbia. During the pres- 
ent year 1906, the (leet of United States 
vessels engaged in fishing halibut in 
these waters of the coast of British 
Columbia comprises six steamers and 
forty other vesels which I have been 
able to locate, making a total of 46 
craft, which is an increase of 30 vessels 
in three years; this, combined with 
the discovery of now fishing grounds 
accounts for the increased catch of 
fishi thus the depleted grounds are not 
noticed. Some of the halibut banks 
upon which the halibut were caught 
in the beginning of the halibut fishing 
on the coast of Britisli Columbia, fif- 
teen years ago, are now depleted, and 
the fishermen tin n-M n*h 

The government has not, however, 
seen fit to hurry the completion of 
now fishery qruiovi\», uca,.,. 
lug given by Capt. Newcomb. The ro- 
p'ort, just published in the annual re- 
port of the fisheries department, was 
made to Capt. O. G. V. Spain, under 
tlate of Nov. 5, 1906. Since then, al- 
though parliament voted $250,000 for 
the building of a cruiser along the lines 
suggested by Capt. Newcomb nothing 
has yet been done toward giving a 
contract for the construction of the 
boat. Plans wore prepared recently, 
but nothing can be learned as to \yhen 
fenders for the ■ construction of the 
cruiser will be invited. 

Capt. Newcomb in ills report says al- 
Prt: "1 would respectfully recommend 
that all foreign vessels frequenting 
or entering tne harbors, or passing 
through the coast waters o!" British 
Columbia, be required to report in- 
ward and outward at the nearest cus- 
toms office, and (ailing to do so be lia- 
ble to the penalty provided by the cus- 
toms act, • as- during the past year T 
have boarded 21 fishing and two other 
vessels in British waters (one of which 
1 detained and the other seized), which 
were without customs papers of any 
kind. If this were done it would be a 
valuable aid to me in determining the 
name and number of foreign vessels 
fishing in the waters off the coast of 
British Columbia, and also bo a detri- 
ment to their poaching in said waters. 

"I would also resneetfull v txrgp n^-m 
the department the necessity of the 
above stated cruiser being placed In 
commission at the earliest possible 
moment, as at the present rate at 
which the halibut fishing grounds are 
being depleted by foreign fishermen as 
above set forth. In another six years 
these valuable fisheries will be lislied 
out and be worthless, and we will have 
no fishing industry to protect, and a 
Valuable asset to the government of 
Canada will havo ceased to exist." 

In reference to the alien fishing craft 
engaged in fishing In British Columbia 
waters, the report says; "Referring to 
the 39,334,329 pounds of halibut caught 
during the year 1906 by foreign fish- 
ermen in the waters off the coast of 
British Columbia, r beg to state that 
said amount is accounted for as fol- 
lows:

instead of catching halibut they catch 
black and grey cod, which valuable 
fish are thrown overboard and de- 
stroyed; not only are tons upon tons 
of these valuable fish wasted even- 
year, but the fishing grounds are de- 
pleted, for as I have already stated, 
tish will not frequent waters where 
dead fish or offal are disposed of." 

TANKER S IN CO LLISION 

Two Standard Oil Steamers Collided 
With Each Other During Storm 
at Muroran 



The Standard oil tanker Ashtabula, 
which has arrived at San Francisco 
from Hakodate, brought news of a 
collision between that vessel and the 
oil company's other tanker, Seminole, 
in the harbor of Muroran Dec. 10. 

Both steamers were lying at anchor 
when a northwest gale sprung up. The 
Seminole dragged and was swept 
across the bow of the Ashtabula. A 
great hole was made in the Seminole's 
starboard side and if the vessels had 
drifted apart it is doubtful if the 
Seminole's bulkheads would have with- 
stood the pressure. Captain Harwood's 
first instinct was to slip his anchor 
and back the Ashtabula clear of the 
Seminole and out of a trouble the ex- 
tent of which it war, difficult to esti- 
mate in the dark. He changed his 
mind, however, when lie saw that the 
Ashtabula's bow was half way through 
the Seminole's hull. Instead of back- 
ing, he ordered the vessels lashed to- 
gether, and with the Ashtabula's nose 
rammed tight in the Seminole's inside 
tlie vessels rode out the storm, which 
lasted until daylight. Tugs from Hak- 
odate arrived about 7 o'clock a. m. and 
relieved the Ashtabula of its burden. 

"Either of the tugs," said Captain 
Harwood yesterday "could have sailed 
through the hole and anchored inside 
the Seminole." 

The Seminole was to be temporarily 
repaired and sent to Hongkong to have 
the damaged plates replaced. The 
Ashtabula's stem was damaged slight- 
ly. After leaving Mororan the Ashta- 
bula encountered a hurricane but suf- 
ferer! no serious damage. A Chinese 
sailor was knocked down by a sea and 
injured. 



HALF WORLD'S SHIPPING 



British Empire Holds Seventeen Mill- 
ions of World's Thirty Million 
Tons 



At the recent annual dinner of the 
Liverpool Ship Broker's Benevolent 
society, Lord Tweedmouth, first lord 
or the admiralty, in a speech said: 

"The whole tonnage of the world 
amounts to about 34,000,000, and wc in 
(lie Brilisn Empire hold 17,000,000, or 
one-half of the whole shipping of the 
world. And I would not have you 
forget when you look at the other 17 - 
000,000 held by the rest of the nations 
that it consists of ships which for the 
most part we have sold as useless to 
us. I think it was in 1906 that wo sold 
to foreigners no less than 347,000 tons 
of old ships, which wo had done with. 
Therefore, this old tonnage of ours Is 
largely the shipping of the foreigner."

Dr. G. L. Milne, medical inspectoi' 
and immigration officer for the Do- 
minion government, yesterday morn- 
ing received the following telegram 
from the head of the department at 
Ottawa: 

"It has been ordered by th<V gover- 
nor-general-in-councll that during the 
continuance of the present condition 
of the labor market in Canada, im- 
migrants must bo prohibited from 
landing unless they come from the 
country of their birth or citizenship 
by continuous journey, and on through 
tickets purchased before sailing. This 
order is now in effect. Please make 
this public and notify all concerned." 

This regulation, which' will be placed 
in effect at once, by Dr. G. L. Milne, 
will have the effect of debarring Japa- 
nese arriving from Hawaii from land- 
ing. The R. M. S. Miowera, which 
left Honululu yesterday for this port, 
on her way from Australia, is report- 
ed to have embarked forty Japanese 
at Honolulu, under arrangement made 
some time ago with Japanese board- 
ing houso keepers at the island port. 
Under the new ruling these will be de- 
ported. The new regulation will en- 
tirely eliminate the invasion of Japa- 
nese coolies from Hawaii. 

Several of the Japanese and Ha- 
waiian residents at Honolulu who en- 
gineered the charter of the steamers 
Kumeric and Indiana to bring Japa- 
nese from the Hawaiian islands were 
negotiating for the dispatch of other 
coolies from the islar.ds. Honolulu 
papers recently received in this city 
stated that they were endeavoring to 
charter one or more steamers to re- 
new this traffic. It was also stated 
that the steamer Amiral Fourichon 
had booked 200 Japanese from Hono- 
lulu for Vancouver. The new regula- 
tion will put an end to these arrange- 
ments, as the Japanese from the Ha- 
waiian islands will be refused a land- 
! lng If the regulation is enforced. 
I Thait the Japanese at Honolulu will 
not be taken by surprise by the new 
I regulation, to be enforced from yester- 
j day is. evident from the following, pub- 
| lished by the Evening Bulletin, of 
Honolulu, on December 30: 

Japanese Consul Saito, this morning 
received a cablegram from Minister of 
Foreign Affairs Hayashi, giving official 
confirmation of the fact that the new 
Canadian laws will prevent the further 
emigration of Japanese contract labor- 
ers from Hawaii to Canada: 

1. The Canadian foreign labor laws 
will hereafter affect any alien immi- 
grants coming from Hawaii. 

2. The Canadian foreign labor laws 
prohibit contract laborers from enter- 
ing into the Dominion, the same as the 
United States contract labor laws. 
Those coming at the solicitation of 
others are prohibited from landing. 

3. According to section 13 of the 
Canadian foreign labor laws, citizens 
of countries where contract labor laws 
are in effect are affected in their case 
the same as in the United States. 

"The foregoing cablegram means that 
hereafter no Hawaii Japanese could go 
to Canada under the same conditions 
as they did in the Kumeric and Indiana 
ventures," said Saito this forenoon. 
"They went there at the solicitation of 
others. This practise will be stopped, 
and it is to their interest that the 
newspapers are notified to publish the 
cablegram." 

Another effect of the regulation 
will be to exclude nearly all the Hin- 
dus from this province. The telegram 
received by Dr. Milne states that the 
arrivals muslf come by "conUnuousi 
journey and on through tickets pur- 
chased before sailing." As there are 
no direct steamers from Calcutta, 
most, if not all, of the Punjaubls 
arriving here come via Hongkong, 
buying their tickets for Canada there. 
They take passage on the steamers 
running from Calcutta to Hongkong, 
where they make the change to the 
•transpacific vessels. If the new rul- 
ing is enforced the Hindus will there- 
fore be unable to comply with it. 

Another effect of the regulation 
will be to prevent the steamers of the 
Canadian-Mexican line or the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company's steamers 
bringing Japanese from either Mexi- 
can or California ports to British Co- 
lumbia. 

With a successful outcome of the 
mission of Hon. Mr. Lcmieux to Ja- 
pan, from where he was called back 
by an urgent telegram received two 
days before the sailing of tiie R. M. 
S. Empress of China, it is also pro- 
posed to restrict the number of Japa- 
nese who come direct. Japanese 
newspapers say the two main items 
in the Canadian proposals were reduc- 
tion of the number of emigrants from 
Japan and restriction of the qualifi- 
cations of such emigrants. Accord- 
ing to the Japan Herald of Yokohama 
the latter item specifies the following 
qualifications to be possessed by 
those willing to enter the Dominion 
of Canada: Emigrants arriving in 
Canada for the purpose of engaging 
In agricultural pursuits must be men 
who have adequate capital and Intend 
to permanently reside there, clerks in 
business firms having head offices in 
Japan and men trained for special 
avocations, such as gardeners, etc. . 

The new regulation will have the 
effect of rendering useless the agita- 
tion of Japanese emigration companies 
to secure the cancellation of the re- 
striction of passports given to Japa- 
nese going to Hawaii whereby they 
are permitted to proceed to other 
countries from the islands. In this 
connection the Japan- Herald says: 

"The united meeting of the emigra- 
tion agents, now In session in Tokyo, 
has passed a resolution recommend- 
ing the revision of the Emigrants pro- 
tection law. On the basis of freedom 
of travel guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion, the amalgamation of all the emi- 
gration companies, the cancellation, 
of the words "Hawaii only" in the 
passports granted to the Japanese im- 
migrants to Hawaii, and the, estab- 
lishment of a now emigration bureau 



in the foreign office. A committee 
appointed at a previous sitting to 
ascertain the views of the government 
on the emigration question submit- 
ted its , report of an Interview with 
Count Hayashi, the minister for for- 
eign affairs, to the effect that while 
the government was prepared to as- 
sist- the 1 development of emigration, 
such development must be sought in 
the direction of least resistance, and 
that he (Count Hayashi) thought 
South America was most favorable for 
the development of Japanese emigra- 
tion. It is stated that the meeting 
will formulate a revised emigration 
law, with a view to Introducing It 
during tho coming session of the 
diet." 



ZAPORA'S ROUGH PASSAGE 

Fishing Steamer Buffotted by Heavy 
Storms in Northern British Co- 
lumbia Waters 



The fishing steamer Zapora has re- 
turned to Tacoma from tho halibut 
grounds of northern British Columbia 
after a hard cruise, with 120,000 
pounds of halibut. ■ 

Capt. Johansen has been on this 
coast for many years, but he has 
never had a rougher voyage than tho 
one which was concluded yesterday. 
Tho Zapora last left out early on the 
morning of December 26, proceeding 
to Dixon Entrance. , . 

Only one-third of the time the Za- 
pora was on the fishing grounds were 
the fishermen able to operate their 
dories. Several times the staunch lit- 
tle steamer was forced to run for 
shelter, usually making for the lee, of 
the land along the Queen Charlotte 
Islands. Capt. Johansen reports fre- 
quent southeast and east gales, dur- 
ing which the wind blow about as 
hard as he ever experienced in tho 
north. There was a. very high sea 
fishing operations were greatly re- 
tarded as a result. Considering tho 
handicap under which the crew work- 
ed, the catch is a largo one. 

On January 5 the Zapora was In tho 
hardest gale of the cruise and tho 
wind blew with hurricane force. At 
the time the Zapora was snugly shel- 
tered In tho lee of the land, but there 
was a very heavy sea and the men 
could not work. During the cruise tho 
Zapora was in many -snowstorms, tho 
weather was bitterly cold and the 
men found conditions decidedly inhos- 
pitable. 

During all the dirty weather the 
Zapora had not a single mishap except 
the smashing of a dory which was be- 
ing hoisted aboard. An immense sea 
crushed it against the steamer's side, 
breaking It up. 



STEAMERS TIED UP 

Dispute Over Wages on Puget Sound 
Causes Laying Up of Smaller 
Craft 



It is expected that a number of tho 
smaller steam craft of Puget Sound 
ports will be tied' up today- A new 
scale of wages was fixed by the own- 
ers, to which the engineers were un- 
willing to agree. The Puget Sound 
Steamboat Owners' association voted 
to stand by the original agreements 
with masters, mates, pilots and engi- 
neers. The association Is not dealing 
with cither the 'Masters, Mates & Pi- 
lots' association . or 'the Marine' Engi- 
neers' Beneficial 'association as organ- 
izations. Members state thoy will ad- 
just the difference with their men as 
individuals. 

"It will probably mean a tie-up of 
sound steamboats for a few days," 
said Joshua Green, president of the 
Inland Navigation company. "Some 
of our men will stay by us, and dur- 
ing my recent trip east I secured en- 
gineers at Washington, D. C, Chicago 
and San Francisco who arc ready to 
come to us on telegraphic notice. 

"All our captains will stay with us, 
I think, and so will the pilots. There 
might be a solution of the engineers' 
wage problem If the engineers would 
realize the point the owners make 
when they state that business Is be- 
ing conducted without profit at present 
I believe our masters, pilots and engi- 
neers are of the best class of men, and 
they realize, I think, the position the 
owners are in at present." 



STORM-BATTERED SHIPS 

MAKE WAY TO PORT 



Schooner Spokane Was Almost Wreck- 
ed — Fishing Vessel Has Man 
Washed From Deck 



The recent gales off the coast have 
been responsible for much damage to 
shipping. The gale of Sunday broke 
tho relief lightship No. 7(i, which was 
taking the place of tho Umatilla light 
vessel, from her mooring, all the 
ground tackle being lost. The vessel 
has been towed to Seattle for repairs. 
The three masted schooner Spokane, 
which has arrived at Seattle from tho 
Hawaiian islands, was scarcely less 
than a serious wreck, duo to a hard 
passage from Honolulu. While sail- 
ing from Ellcli to the Hawaiian capi- 
tal the main mast was blown away, 
and while in progress to this port stays 
were blown, sails blown away and all 
spars wrecked and twisted by the fury 
of the storms. 

The fishing schooner Mary, one of 
the halibut fishing vessels fishing off 
the west coast of Vancouver island, 
has returned to the Sound reporting 
the loss of John lvcrson, 35 years old, 
one of her crew, who was washed from 
the schooner's deck on Tuesday night 
in the heavy gale and drowned. He 
was aiding his shipmates to stow the 
canvas when swept from the deck. 

Two sloops belonging to' timber 
cruisers were lost on the west coast. 
The Seattle Times says: Driven ashore 
in the recent gales, two sloops in 
charge of A. Walker, of Indian Head 
have been lost on tho west coast of 
Vancouver island, and with them went 
supplies and instruments valued at 
$2, COO. The boats were chartered by' 
Glover, Harkness & Goover, of Mil- 
waukee, and were used for a timber 
cruising expedition above Alberni. 

The men were returning from the 
cruise and were caught in one of the 
severest gales experienced on the coast 
in many months. They were powerless 
to withstand the storm and were 
driven on the rocks. No lives wero 
lost. 



The " British steamer Greenwich, 
bound to Puget Sound from Hongay, 
was forced to put into Nagasaki De- 
cember 26. The Greenwich was In dis- 
tress and was short, of coal. She sub- 
sequently proceeded on her voyage. 

The failure of shipmasters to fly their 
signal flags when approaching signal 
stations results in the reports from the 
Cape and from . the signal stations on 
Vancouver island being less useful than 
they otherwise would be. This was 
illustrated by the report of the sighting 
of two barks from Pachena, Cape 
Beale and Carmanah a few days ago. 
It was subsequently reported that they 
put to sea owing to the heavy gale and 
they have not been since reported. Had 
the masters shown their signal flags 
the identity of the vessels would have 
been reported by the observers. 

The government steamer Quadra is 
expected today from the west coast. 




PORT PATRICK IS 

BEING DISCHARGED 



Wheat Will be Taken Out and Re- 
loaded After Repairs Are 
Complete 



The British ship Port Patrick is be- 
ing discharged at the new wharf of 
the outer docks, where her 2,6i)0 tons 
of wheat, valued at $90,000, laden at 
Portland on account of the Portland 
Flouring Mills company, for Falmouth, 
is being taken out by the Victoria & 
Vancouver Stevedoring company. She 
was towed to the outer wharf by the 
steamer Salvor. It Is expected that 
part of the cargo will be found to be 
damaged, as water got' Into the holds 
when the ship bunipcd heavily on tho 
shoal off Gray's .-/harbor /a', week ago, 
causing sonfo' ; injuries' to' the' keel anil 
sternpost. About. 2,200 tons of the 
wheat will be put out' on the outer 
wharf and piled in the shed,, tho dam- 
aged portion ljiiiig- sorted out. This 
will be sold by the underwriters at 
auction to the highest bidder, while 
the undamaged grain will bo reloaded. 
It is ncdessary to allow- 400 tons to 
remain in the .vessel , for stiffening. 
Following the discharge of the cargo 
the Patrick will be triwed to Esqui- 
mau to be hauled out on the marine 
ways, when, folk/wing a survey to lie 
made by Lloyd's surveyors, specifica- 
tions will be drawn', up and tenders 
called for for the necessary repairs. 
The.se will cost several thousand dol- 
lars. 

Capt. J. S. Gibbs, representing the 
underwriters of the cargo of the Port 
Patrick, arrived from Seattle yester- 
day morning to look after tho work of 
discharging, reloading, etc. 

Four gangs of men will be worked 
by the Victoria & Vancouver Steve- 
doring company, and the work of un- 
loading the ship' is expected to be 
completed early next week. 

The steamer hulravelli will be float- 
ed from tho dry, dock at Esquitnalt next 
Wednesday when tile repairs being 
made. to the steamer by the B. C, Mar- 
ine Railway company will be complet- 
ed. II.M.S. Egerla is to follow her In 
the dock. After the Egerla- is over- 
hauled ' the cable repair steamer Res- 
torer will bo placed ,on the blocks for 
an overhauling by tho B. C. Marino 
Railway company. 

The Heffernan Iron Works company 
was awarded the contract to repair 
steamship Cottage City, which recently 
broke the thrust; shaft In tho Strait of 
Georgia. The Cottage City must be 
finished in thirty-four days.

HEAR THEIR REEVE 
AND COUNCILLORS 



f; Ratepayers of Oak Bay Con- 
sider Report of Year's 
Work 



The olectors of Oak Bay municipal- 
ity met their reeve, two of their coun- 
cillors and one of the additional pros- 
i poctivo candidates last evening:. The 
, first threo gave an account of their 
• : stewardship, and beyond announcing 
that ho would bo a candidate and fa- 
vored something being done to pro- 
Si vide boating facilities the lust said 
nothing. Several of the residents of 
Monterey avenue lodged a protest 
| with regard to the condition of the 
drainage system at one end of that 
thoroughfare. Beyond the heated elo- 
, quence of one elector, directed at the 
pathmaster, the meeting was devoid 
of interest. It was largely occupied 
with the reeve's account of the work 
done. 

The meeting, when called to order, 
. elected A. Haynes chairman. Without 
further preliminaries he called upon 
W. E. Oliver, the retiring reeve, for 
• his report. Mr. Oliver was received 
with considerable applause from the 
thirty odd ratepayers present. 

The members of the retiring- coun- 
cil had been elected to office upon a 
certain platform. There was an issue 
jj before the electors at the last election. 
The question was whether the roads 
should be constructed on the local 
improvement plan or whether they 
should be charged against general 
revenue. He himself and other mem- 
bers of the council had been elected 
as advocates of the former plan, the' 
balance had been against it. When 
they met they found that they were 
unanimous. It had been a misunder- 
standing. 

Throughout the year the greatest of 
unanimity had prevailed. There had 
been no Important differences be- 
tween the councillors. Tn the one un- 
fortunate incident in which there had 
not been unanimity he was. confident 
that tlie dissenting member, Council- 
lor Rattenbury, would feel In time that 
he -had not been treated roughly and 
that there was really 710 difference. 

Mr. Oliver paid a high tribute to 
the council, in detail and in its en- 
semble. The members had shown 
marked ability and consta.it regard 
for the good of the community. He 
rlppreoated those who had acclaimed 
himself in particular as the council 
should all share in any praise that 
could be given. 

Ouection of Subdivisions. 
Proceeding, the reeve proceeded to 
discuss a number of matters which 
had been dealt with durincr the year. 
When they had assumed office they 
had found a. great boom in real estate 
ri'' P«n>W>uArit1v many subdivisions 
were in progress. The plans of all 
those were '-nbmitted to the council. 
They had felt it necessary to adopt 
some rules to deal with these, and 
while the annlication . '.of . .the .rules, 
ndoptpd had been evuprim^npl '.jdur'ine 
.the past year, he bejioyed ,thst' the 
2"?>o: s : almost J, rlpo ; for':.- thelv^ rati- 
fication. . ,. ' " ■' i AY 

The adoption of these rules had 
.been inspired by certain object les- 
sons which the council had to hand In 
some subdivisions which had taken 
'place prior to this date. In this the 
.continuity of . the roads had hot heen 
observed. The council had therefore 
passed certain regulations providing 
that main thoroughfares should not 
>/» loss than sixtv foot in width; that 
other roads should not he less than 
forty, feet in width, and that lanes 
hould be at least eighteen feet in 
wi^th. The council had reserved the 
right to vary these when it was 
thought necessary and had also re- 
served the right to refuse any sub- 
division. They were governed in their 
action entirely by consideration of 
the good of the community. They re- 
served the right to declare what roads 
should be main thoroughfares and the 
direction which they should run. 

In continuing the reeve instanced 
the action of the council with regard 
to the pound by-law. Prior to its en- 
actment the residents of the district 
had been troubled by people in out- 
side communities sending their cattle 
to graze in the streets of Oak Bay. 
They caused annoyance to pedestrians 
and destroyed property. The pound 
by-law had been enacted and the 
grievance had been discontinued, 
while with certain limitations the 
residents of the district could, upon 
obtaining a license, graze their cattle 
at will. 

Motors and Tallylios. 

With regard to the tax on motor 
cars and tallyhos, the reeve stated 
that tills had been enacted merely in 
order to enable the municipality to 
tax- these vehicles for the damage 
they did to the roads. No tax had 
as yet been colllected, but the incom- 
ing council would probably enforce it 
strictly this spring. 

The reeve expressed the opinion that 
to protect other people stringent laws 
regulating motor car traffic should be 
enacted. 

Continuing, he paid high eulogy to 
(lie different committees, and the work 
they had done. He particularly re- 
ferred to the finance committee ■ and 
praised the chairman, Councillor Fer- 
tile in especial for the price he had 
obtained for the debentures. 

The roads and sewers committee 
also came in for praise. Councillors 
Henderson and Noble had done ex- 
cellent work and had been untiring in 
their efforts. Pathmaster Poole had 
Justified his selection by the manner 



In which he had conducted his work 
during the year, 

, All work petitioned for up to the 
dato originally set by. the council had 
been completed. It was altogether 
likely that the demand during the ap- 
proaching year would be even greater. 
They could not promise to do all that 
was applied for, but they would act 
to the best of their ability. The work 
had been done by day labor instead 
of contract and they believed that the 
municipality had saved by It. 

Cost of Improvements 
Continuing the speaker instanced 
the cost of the improvements during 
the year. In some instances they had 
been greater than expected. He re- 
ferred to the cost of the cut through 
Wilmot place. They had been forced 
to also expend money on additional 
machinery. The disposal of the rook 
from this source had been a problem. 
They finally decided to dump it on the 
public roads. They did so and covered 
it with gravel which they obtained 
from the pit on the golf links. 

Mr. Oliver continuing referred to the 
property which the municipality had 
acquired upon the waterfront, and on 
Oak Bay avenue. It was expected that 
the municipal buildings upon the lat- 
ter would be finished at an early date 
in the new year. 

With regard to the former property 
it was for the incoming council to de- 
cide what should be done. The ground 
could not he used for private pur- 
poses and for that reason they had 
refused to permit the boat club to 
move their building to a site upon it. 
People, immediately it had been ac- 
quired for corporate purposes, began 
to imagine that the ground could be 
used for private purposes. The latest 
trespass upon it he had noticed that 
same evening. Someone had painted 
a text upon one of the rocks. 

He referred to the Bowkor road ex- 
tension. It would be finished sometime. 
That was all he could say. There had 
been delays but all that lie would say 
was that they were neither due to 
the provincial government or the muni- 
cipal council. 

He referred briefly to the accounts 
of the municipality, a statement of 
which appeared in the Colonist of yes- 
terday. The municipality had a, credit 
of assets over liabilities of $5,277.(14. 
He paid an especial tribute to the clerk 
of the municipality. Had ho not been 
a trustworthy man and a thorough ac- 
countant, confusion would havo re- 
sulted. 

Councillors Speak 

The reeve concluded amidst much 
applause and Councillors Nobis and 
Newton followed with brief references 
to the work of the year. They united 
in praising the work of Reeve Oliver. 

In the course of questions addressed 
to the council, it was brought out that 
of the 23 pupils attending the Cadboro 
Bay school 19 were from Saanich. A 
cheque for their proportion of the 
expenses had been received from that 
municipality. 

The present school on the Ponl Bay 
road was inadequate to the needs of 
the community. Something would have 
to be done during the coming year. 

Mr. Arnold asked what was to bo 
done with regard to the water nuisance 
at the lower end of Monterey street. 
The reeve after considerable discus- 
sion, stated that it would be given 
prompt attention. It was merely a 
question as to which of two different 
courses was the best to pursue. 

B. Hall also spoke heatedly on this 
question. He denounced- - the past- 
master roundly and Councillor Newton 
for the condition of ■ affairs and he 
grew eloquent with regard to Coun- 
cillor Noble. 

After some further questions as to 
what the reeve and councillors thought 
should be done with the waterfront, 
a letter from P. B. Pomberton an- 
nounced that lie would be a candidate 
was read. J. M. McGregor also an- 
nounced that he would be a candidate 
and that he favored making some pro- 
vision for boating. The meeting then 
adjourned.

GREAT CISTERN OF HOT WATER. 

Natural Curiosity on the Plains Near 
Heber City, Utah. 

Of ever Increasing interest to nat- 
ural curiosity seekers are the Hot 
Pots, about three miles from Heber 
City. Utah. This region is a level 
plain, upon the surface of which arise 
In strange confusion numbers of con- 
ical shaped cisterns, the largest of 
them being all of 50 feet in height, 100 
feet in diameter at the top and twice 
that at the base and containing in 
their dark depths immense volumes of 
water heated to a high temperature in 
the furnaces of the earth. The waters 
contain the usual chemical properties 
of thermal springs and are used for 
bathing and drinking. 

These pots evidently have been 
formed by the slow deposition through 
countless centuries of the silica and 
soda which enter into the composi- 
tion of the waters. They gi;ow in 
height steadily with years and present 
a most interesting spectacle of na- 
ture's creative methods. The Hot 
Pots are found In the midst of culti- 
vated fields and thriving orchards, 
notwithstanding the peculiar rock-like 
soil composition. 

One of the marked peculiarities of 
the region is the holloiv rumbling 
sound caused by carriages and hoses 
as they move over the roadways for 
miles around. "Is there an enormous 
cavern just below the surface, and 
will it ever cave in Is the anxious 
enquiry of every visitor alarmed at 

the strange underground sounds

Last night saw the first gun fired in 
tho civic campaign when a jointlmeet- 
ing of the rival candidates for the may- 
oralty was held in Sample's hall, Vic- 
toria West, at which (both Dr. Lewis 
Hall, candidate for tho chief magis- 
trate's chair, and tho present occupant 
Mayor Morley, addressed the electors 
of ward one. Five of 'the aldermanic 
candidates, also explained their plat- 
forms and solicited the votes of the 
electorate. 

The meeting, except in one or two 
instances, where matters grew warm 
was a most orderly one, and after two 
hours' debate the meeting came to ; 
close. 

All speakers were given a good hear 
irig, were not interrupted to any great 
extent and while the supporters of both 
candidates for tho mayoralty gave 111: 
oral applause to their favorites, the 
various speakers were received well. 

The meeting, which was called for 8 
o'clock, was late in starting, and when 
the chairman, Phillip Smith, opened the 
proceedings the hall was comfortably 
Blled. But few ladies were in evidence 
the state of the weather doubtless 
keeping the fair sex at home. 

The candidates for mayor were given 
each twenty minutes with live minutes 
to Mayor Morley to reply to his op- 
ponent's remarks and the time of the' 
other speakers was cut down to ten 
minutes. 

While the remarks of Mayor Morley 
were received with considerable - ap- 
plause, Aid. Hall, who was talking to 
the constitutients of his own ward re- 
ceived an equally favorable reception, 
and when lie declared his independence 
of action and his determination, if el- 
ected, to do all that lay in his power 
to make the present year a 'milestone 
in the history of the city in tho way 
of progressive administration, he was 
applauded to the limit. 

Mayor Morley's Remarks. 
Mayor Morley stated that he would 
deal particularly with Victoria West as 
ho would take up the problems peculiar 
to the city at large at the meeting to 
be held in the city hall on Wednesday 
evening next. He said that he had 
first gone Into the mayor's chair to do 
things of a progressive nature, and" he 
had since consistently followed that 
principle. As to Victoria West, there 
were several questions of paramount 
importance. 

The long delayed settlement of the 
question of street straightening in 
Victoria West, was, he declared, about 
to be settled when the question of 
streot improvements could be gone 
ahead with. But he thought that what 
the present (jcouncil had already done 
for that ward would bo appreciated by 
the ratepayers. The heaviest part of 
the sewer work had been done in that 
ward and while other local improve- 
ments might have been slow in coming 
they would, he promised, be done as 
soon as possible. He urgently asked 
that the ratepayers of ward one would 
help in having the water works bylaw 
passed and claimed that it was as 
much in their interest as to that of tho 
rest of the city. In the first placg 
the ratepayers of ward one would not 
have to pay any of the cost, while they 
would be equally benefited with the 
ratepayers in the other wards of the 
city. He would like to see Victoria 
West brought in with the rest of the 
city on the water works question, but 
U would cost the ratepayers in that 
ward too much. He asked them to be 
patient, at the same time declaring 
that they had not suffered as they had 
had a bettor service than tho rest of 
the city, though they had to pay higher 
rates, but when the proposed scheme 
of Elk lake improvement was put 
through the balance of the city would 
pay equal rates. 

Victoria West's Position. 

Mayor Morley criticized Aid. Hall 
who, lie said, had stated that the rate- 
payers of Victoria West have been pay- 
ing their share of the water works cost 
as well as their own service. All that 
had been done was to make real estate 
in Victoria West part of the guaran- 
tee for the bonds given as security for 
the amounts borrowed, but the revenue 
has come wholly from the other wards 
of the city. 

Tho mayor went into figures of the 
revenue derived from the water system 
and endeavored to show how Victoria 
West has benefited. He appealed for 
the endorsation of the bylaw to be 
submitted at the forthcoming election 
and claimed that it would mean a 
great amount of money spent for labor, 
money which would be distributed 
among the workmen of the city, and 
which would be beneficial to ward one 
as to other parts of the city. He also 
pleaded that the incinerator bylaw 
should be passed, claiming that It 
Would be self-sustaining, and would 
not cost the ratepayers anything in the 
end. 

Thet mayor claimed that two years 
ago he had started in on a progressive 
policy, and while a great deal 
nad been heard of his cusscdness, the 
council had been hounded and its use- 
fulness had been blocked to a great 
extent by inability to raise money, the 
ratepayers refusing to vote the neces- 
sary supplies. The reason was patent, 
he said. It was to kill tho mayor. It 
was progress Tor the many, not for the 
few that he stood for, 

Remarks are Hissed 
When the mayor referred to the 
"soreheaded cur," who, ho claimed, 
had hounded himself and the council, 
his remarks were roundly hissed, but 
ho went on to declare that ho had come 
into the council with a clear cut policy 
and ho had given every instant of his 
time and energy for honest adminis- 
tration and ho could do 110 more. His 
heart's blood, lie pleaded, had been 
spent in the endeavor to advance the 
city's interests. Incidentally he took a 
fling at the aldermen who, he said, 
had blocked his plans rather than 
further them to a successful conclu- 
sion. No next year's council could 
take up his work, unless he were 
there to direct and guide it. 

Position of Progressives 
He criticized the Citizens' Progres- 
sive Ticket. There were some gentle- 
men whoso names were upon it for 
Whom he expressed admiration, though 
ho hinted that they might aptly bo 
dubbed Hall men. Ho made charges 
against tho method in which the Pro- 
gressive Ticket was selected, and was 
about to launch forth upon a long 
tirade against, the gentlemen who were 
instrumental in selecting the ticket, 
when he was interrupted by J. S. H. 
Mntson, who asked to be allowed a j 
minuto to explain tho origin of the 
movement lendlm? no to tho. Premies- I 



slve Ticket. Mr. Matson was informed 
that he would have an opportunity to' 
speak at the conclusion of the mayor's' 
address and ho did so, showing how 
the gentlemen named on the ticket 
had not been approached, had been 
asked to give no pledge, but wero left 
absolutely independent in their views, 
tho whole object of the ticket being 
to get men, honest, efficient and pro- 
gressive, to offer themselves as candi- 
dates. 

Tlie mayor in winding up his speech 
said that he was as ready to ht| K V 
his worst enemy as to aid his bestj 
friend.

Aid. Hall Well Received. 
Aid. Lewis Hall, who was the recip- 
ient of hearty applause when ho aroso 
to speak, remarked that he had been 
before a Victoria West audience 
previous occasions, but this was' the 
first time lie had solicited the suff 
rages of the ratepayers for mayor. He 
was just closing eleven years' service 
to the city, eight upon tho school 
board, three of which he had been 
chairman of tho board, and three years 
as alderman. While Mayor Morley 
had seen fit to indulge in personalities, 
he would endeavor to avoid them and 
talk more to the point on matters 
which concerned the ratepayers of 
Ward One. 

As he declared that his record was 
before the electorate, a record of over 
twenty years in the city, and it was 
for the ratepayers to judge him, he 
was roundly applauded. He declared 
that when Mayor Morley ran against 
ex-Mayor Hayward, one of his strong- 
est arguments for election was that 
the latter was running for a third 
term. Now Mayor Morley was after a 
third term, but no doubt circum- 
stances altered cases In that gentle- 
man's eyes. Two years, Aid. Hall 
said, was quite long enough; in fact, 
tnat had been conceded, and ho felt 
entitled to come forward and ask for 
the support of the ratepayers. If he 
was honored with election, and if at 
the end of the first term he was un- 
able to come forward and point to a 
reco.-d not as good, but better than 
that of the present mayor, then he 
would never setik another office in the 
gift of the people of Victoria. 

Referring to tho insinuations cast 
by Mayor Morley anent the Citizens' 
Progressive Ticket, Aid. Hall declared 
emphatically that he had never been 
approached, nor had he pledged him- 
self, but he stood on his own ground, 
free and independent to do as he 
thought best in tho interests of the 
city, and to that stand he would hold 
throughout. 

His Strength In Ward One. 
It had been stated that he had great 
great difficulty in being elected as 
alderman for ward One at the lust 
election. He wished to point out that, 
without canvassing a single vote, 
without doing practically a minute's 
work in tho last election, he had como 
within three votes of leading the poll- 
That, he thought, would indicate 
hether he was popular with the 
rt f ..... ...1 nno T-To would 



pretence, of a service, had, finder his 
administration as chairman of the 
electric light, committee of the city 
council, been wonderfully improved, 
and the reason that it was not better 
is simply because the city would not 
expend tho money. He had been in- 
strumental in having the by-law rais- 
ing $11,000 passed, whereby improve- 
ments to tho plant and system had 
been made. He believed that the 'city 
should go to the provincial govern- 
ment and ask that the tax upon stocks 
of goods In stores should be given to 
tho city. Tills was. he thought, a 
just and reasonable request to make. 
Waterworks Question 
Regarding the water by-law he 
he said that tho by-law to be submit- 
ted next week was practically the 
same as that of a year ago, though 
tlie latter was not so comprehensive. 
He claimed that tho water works de- 
partment had practically never paid. 
There is now a loan of $250,000 oh 
which the interest and sinking fund 
requirements were 515,000 and it was 
claimed that there is a surplus of 
about ?1G,000. But there was $550,- 
000 now invested in Elk lake and if 
the books of the city were examined 
for several years past it would be seen 
that tho investment had never paid. 

Calling upon the ratepayers of tho 
ward to support him at the polls and 
promising to do his utmost to give 
the city what it so inigently needs, 
honest, progressh'C administration, 
Alderman Hall concluded his re- 
marks amid loud applause. 

Mayor's Reply 
Mayor Morley in replying took little 
time in his remarks. He claimed that 
there was no reason why a man should 
not hold the office of mayor for ten 
terms if ho proved to be the. proper 
person for the office and jocularly 
remarked that there weTe men at New 
Westminster serving as long as that. 
Again he pleaded that he had given 
his heart's blood in the service of the 
city and hinted that he was afraid to 
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ratepayers of ward One. He would 
like to prophesy that' when the com- 
ing poll was taken he would be at the 
head. Had it not been for his work 
.in the council .the, L Jrep,ortant question 
to ward One, that of the straightening 
of the streets, would not be as far ad- 
vanced as at present, and it was only 
after his harping on it for three years 
that the question was now within sight 
of being settled. When this was set- 
tled many much needed street im- 
provements could be gone on with, 
improvements so long neglected that 
the ratepayers of ward One had been 
put to serious inconvenience and 
doubtless loss. 

Aid. Hall's Polioy. 
Aid. Hall emphatically declared that 
ho is out for a morally clean city. He 
had backed every such move since he 
had been in the council, and his rec- 
ord would show it. To do his utmost 
to carry out the laws, to work earn- 
estly for a clean city, to build up 
Victoria industries, and, in a word, 
to in every manner possible institute 
a progressive, honest and withal care- 
ful administration, was his policy if 
elected. ' 

It were idle, he declared, to claim 
that he was running as tho nominee 
of the Citizens' Progressive Ticket. In 
October he announced himself as a 
candidate for the mayoralty and he

think what would happen to Victoria 
wero he not returned at this juncture. 
Regarding Store Street. 

Alderman Hall declared that he was 
not in favor of accepting the agree- 
ment with t'he C.P.R. regarding Store 
street with clause 15 eliminated, unless 
the agreement was to. run for a term of 
years. Ten years was what he sug- 
gested, and he thought that such a 
clause had been inserted, but when the 
agreement came up the second time for 
consideration he found that the clause 
providing for a term of years had been 
left out. He had not endeavored to 
sell the city's interests in this respect, 
but he felt that had a term of years 
been xirovided for which the agreement 
could run, then the city and company, 
at the conclusion of the agreement, 
could have come together and have 
made a new agreement. He felt that 
the transportation question was one of 
paramount importance to the city, and 
had liia suggestion of limiting the 
agreement been adopted the matter 
could have been amicably arranged 
long ago. 

Aldermanic Candidates 
The various aldermanic candidates 
gave short addresses which were well 
received. W. C. Stewart, w'ao told all 
about his early career, and of Ills' 
experiences as a commercial traveler 
in tlie cold prairie country, and point- 
ed several morals therefrom. Ho 
claimed to have been a working man 
and therefore a friend of the work- 
ing man; lie showed how by his thrift 
he had acquired a competence, and 
that his early experience would fit 
him to carefully guard, the citizens' 
funds should they bo confined to his 
keeping. On the live questions be- 
fore the ratepayers of ward one, Mr. 
Stewart failed to touch beyond ask- 
ing the voters to support the by-law. 
Ho declared lie was willing to devote 
his time and energies to his ward 
should he be elected. Determined that 
his hearers should know everything 
about him, Mr. Stewart said that after 
all his rough experiences in the prairie 
country ho possessed tho constitution 
of a horse. "If you don't believe It, 
ask Dr. Frank Hall," suggested Mr. 
Stewart, amid boisterous applause. He 
claimed that anyone who had traveled 
in Manitoba, for fifteen years witli the 
thermometer ofter ranging around the 
forty below marie, was entitled to be 
an alderman. He admitted that he 
didn't have to talk politics, as he had 
"made a stake," but he was willing to 
run in the interests of ward one. 
Aid. Ross Speaks 
Aid. W. M, Ross, the present repre- 
sentative of the ward, declared the 
present council had done tho best it 
could with the material at its hand. 
He might not be as wise as some, but 
he wanted it distinctly understood that 
the recent slurs cast upon his integ- 
rity by Mayor Morley, who had taken 
fling at tho license commissioners, 
wero most unfair. With considerable 
heat Aid. Ross declared lie was not 
going to stand for the Insinuations. He 
was as much for honor and morality 
as was Mayor Morley. He was not in 
favor of bringing tlie water by-law 
and the incinerator by-law before the 
people at this juncture, for if they wero 
turned down it would mean great de- 
lay. He advised the ratepayers to 
vote for tho by-law. 

Harry Norman's Address. 
Harry Norman, aldermanic candi- 
date, declared there were three things 
of paramount importance to Victoria 
West, sewage, the defining of tlie 
street lines and street improvements. 
Tlie second of these, he had boon In- 
formed, would soon be settled, and 
no time would then be lost in put- 
ting in a proper sewage system, and 
the much-needed, streot Improvements. 
He thought tho council made a great 
mistake in voting 57,500 to tho Tour- 
ist Association when the money might 
better have been spent on the streets. 
He believed he would be elected, and 
he promised to do his best for the 
ward. Ho wished to make It clear 
that he was out as an independent 
candidate and would bo able to vote 
upon all questions on the merits of 
each. 

Capt. Gidley's Views. 

Capt. .1. W. Gidloy, also an aspirant 
for aldermanic honors, said that as 
an independent candidate lie would do 
his best in the interests of Ward 1. 
What previous councils did was not 
to the point. He was a man of leisure 
and would be able to devote all his 
time to matters affecting the city in 
general and .the ward In. particular 
If the. eleefors Blioiild see fit to re-

turn him. The city- firemen should 
have better wages, and he would do 
his best to see that Ward 1 was given 
adequate street improvements. 
Mr, Bittancourt's Appeal. 
F. J. Bittancourt asked for the 
votes of tho ratepayers in Ward 1 
on the ground that he ran as an in- 
dependent candidate. The ward had 
been unfairly dealt with in the past 
by the city council, and had not 
shared with other wards in permanent 
improvements. What was wanted was 
a good council nnd if that were had 
it did not matter so much about the 
mayor. He was In a position to de- 
vote his whole time to the city's af- 
fairs. 

H. Callow's Claims. 

H. Callow, for sixteen years a resi- 
dent of Ward 1, asked, for tho in- 
dorsement of tlie ratepayers of Ward 
1 on tho ground that from his long 
residence he was thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with its needs. He said that the 
city should pay for the arbitration 
proceedings in connection with the 
straightening of the streets in that 
ward. The streets were in a shame- 
ful condition and what work has been 
done has been wrongly done. He 
averred that Victoria West does pay 
on the water works debentures as 
well as paying its own rates. There 
was too much money spent on boule- 
vards, which would, in a few months, 
be full of weeds. He favored the fair 
wage clause and for twenty years had 
always done so. 

Alexander Watson's Remarks. 
Alexander Watson, ward One candi- 
date for aldermanic honors, and a 
member of tlie Citizens' Progressive 
Ticket, spoke right to the point, and 
his remarks were well received and 
liberally applauded. As a resident of 
ward One for many years, he was well 
aware of Its needs. He had an- 
nounced his candidature bel'oro the 
ticket had been announced, and he 
was running as an Independent can- 
didate. The only object of the ticket 
was that there might be systematic 
organization in bringing out the best 
men. The streets must be fixed, and 
that as soon- as possible, and the 
first thing to do was to elect men who 
could grapple with the problem. There 
must be money, and should the Pro- 
gressive ticket be elected the ratepay- 
ers would have sufficient confidence in 
it to vote the required sums. The 
question of street straightening 
should havo been settled years ago. 
If elected, he would do his utmost to 
have this work done at once, and tho 
streets improved. 

From the report of the water expert 
he felt that tho Sookc source was tho 
only one that should be entertained. 
It would take somo years, and In the 
meantime something must be done. 
Ho was averse to the metre system 
as a mere waste of money. On the 
question of tlie eight-hour day, he 
would say nothing, but any person in- 
terested could call at his boat-building 
establishment and ask the workmen, 
who could state whether they were 
satisfied or not. 

Blames the Papers. 
Aid. John Meston, who was In the 
audience, was called to the platform, 
and in an excited manner, blamed tho 
city papers Cor condemning the coun- 
cil as the worst in the city's history. 
He eulogized the mayor, and called 
upon tho ratepayers of ward One to 
support him. 

Candidate For Trustee- 
Only ono candidate for 3chool trus- 
tee was upon the platform, A. B. Mc- 
Neil, who, in a 'short speech, declared 
that the city needed more and better 
schools, where, teachers would not 
hnvo to teach such large classes, and 



where -■ the sanitary surroundings 
would be greatly Improved. He ad- 
vocated portable schools, if the pres- 
ent congrestion could be relieved in 
no other way, and slated that he was 
in favor of some scale of salaries for 
teachers whereby a teacher would 
know. what he, or she, would get as 
the years went on- Ho believed that 
the government should establish a 
normal school in Victoria. A simpler 
course of studies should be adopted In 
tho city schools. At present the pu- 
pils 'were given too many subjects, 
with the result that few it any were 
thoroughly learned. As to free text 
books, ho was in favor of tho govern- 
ment printing them and giving them 
to those who could not afford to pur- 
chase them. 

The meeting concluded with a vote 
of thanks to the chairman.

WRECKERS OF BANK 
IN THE LAW'S NET 



Two Men of Mississippi Charg- 
ed With Theft Caught in 
Vancouver 



Vancouver, Jan. 10. — James W. Har- 
per, assistant cashier, and Wiley T. 
Smith, paying teller of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Hattesburg, Mississippi, 
who are credited with having wrecked 
that institution by thefts and frenzied 
finance speculation, gave themselves up 
to the provincial police in Vancouver 
yesterday. They would have been ar- 
rested within a few hours in any event, 
for detectives who have been for 
months on their track had the net 
thrown around the two men so that 
they could not possibly escape. 

Harper and Smith are alleged to have 
got away with half a million dollars' 
worth of the funds of the bank of their 
home town. It is declared that a largo 
part of this was undoubtedly lost in 
Wall street speculation, but some was 
still retained by the men in cash. They 
are said to have had many thousands 
of dollars in their clothes when placed 
under arrest by Chief Constable Camp 
bell, of the provincial police, but ex- 
actly how much none of the officers 
concerned will say. 

The specific charge under which war 
rants were issued for the arrest of the 
two men was that of stealing $5,000, 
which they secured on a bogus cheque 
drawn on the Mercantile Trust com- 
pany, of St. Louis, on Sept. 25. This Is 
said to have been the last amount that 
the men took, for immediately after- 
wards they fled. The First National 
Bank of Hattesburg was a Jarge coun- 
try bank, having an extensive trade 
with cotton planters. It was forced 
to suspend shortly after the departure 
of Harper and Smith. 

Behind the alleged crimes of the two 
men is a story of human interest and 
love that sounds like romance. It was 
Harper's first attempt to communicate 
with his wife and obtain news of her 
and their babies that gave the detec- 
tives of the Boylan Detective Agency, 
of St. Louis, their first clew to the 
direction taken by the runaway men. 
Long before Christmas, Harper became 
so anxious that he communicated with 
his heart-broken wife. He suggested 
that she should come to St. Louis to 
meet him. She feared, however, that 
he would 'be captured, and instead she 
went north to stay with her parents in 
Philadelphia. Emboldened by the suc- 
cessful delivery of his first letter, 
Harper wrote several times, and the 
missives regularly passed through the 
hands of the Detectives before reach- 
ing the wife. In this way, the move- 
ments of both men were closely fol- 
lowed and their arrest was delayed to 
arrange for the securing of as large 
an amount as possible of the loot of 
the bank. A few days ago in Seattle 
Harper and Smith became aware that 
they were being watched and fled to 
Vancouver. But here the information 
was conveyed to them again that no 
chance of their escape existed. In 
order, probably, to put as good a face 
on the matter as possible, they gave 
themselves up to the provincial police. 

By last night's train from Seattle, 
Detective Boylan, of New Orleans, ac- 
companied by Chief Deputy John 
Springer, of the United States mar- 
shal's office in Seattle, arrived in Van- 
couver. They interviewed Harper and 
Smith and the quartette left by the 
morning train for Seattle. The men 
will return without extradition to their 
home town for trial. 



"AUTREFOIS CONVICT' 



Point of Law Raised in Case of Van- 
couver Man Who Threatened 
to Kill His Wife 



Vancouver, Jan. 10. — Can a man be 
tried on a greater charge when he has 
already been convicted on a lesser 
charge which is a constituent of the 
greater? That is the point that was 
raised in the police court today when 
Edmund Temoins was on trial for 
pointing a gun at his wife and threat- 
ening to kill her. 

This objection, which is known as 
"autrefois convict" was introduced by 
J. deB. Karris, counsel for the ac- 
cused. Temoins was convicted and 
lined for carrying the gun. Magis- 
trate Williams adjourned the case 
until tomorrow to enable the counsel 
to submit authorities. 

The story of the case is that Te- 
moins and his wife have been having 
trouble for some time. The woman, 
according to the evidence, has been 
living with another man on Gore ave- 
nue. It was to that place that Te- 
moins went on Wednesday night last 
and allegedly pulled a gun and threat- 
ened to shoot his wife. Witness'told 
of seeing Temoins pull the gun and 
point it at the woman, at the same 
time using threatening language. 

A letter was produced in court, writ- 
ten in French which had been sent 
from Temoins to his wife. The latter 
asked that she meet him and try and 
arrange matters. It was the last ap- 
peal ho would make, and if she didn't 
comply with hie request he would 
either kill her or take his own life. 

The women told the court that she 
had had trouble with Temoins for 
months past. .She said that she had 
contributed to his support out of the 
proceeds of prostitution. He had de- 
manded more money but she had re- 
fused to give It to him. 

Mr. Farris argued that it was ne- 
cessary for Temoins to carry the

weapon In order to point It, and as 
ho had been convicted of carrying 
it he could not be convicted of point- 
ing it as well under the rule of 
autrefois convict. 

Mr. Donaghy, for the private prose- 
cution held that there were other 
times than that on which Temoins 
pointed the gun at his wife, that ho 
sould be found guilty of carrying it. 

JUSTI FIES P OLICE 

Question of Power to Arrest is Rais'id 
in Case of a Vancouver 
Prisoner 



Vancouver, Jan. 10. — "I will do all 
that I can to protect the officer in the 
discharge of his duty. You will have 
to travel far before you will find a 
better class of men than we have on 
our local polico force." 

This little bouquet was handed out 
by Magistrate Williams today in 
summing up the case of Jack McAr- 
thur.- The accused, a well-known log- 
ger about town, was receiving his 
preliminary hearing on a charge of 
having; assaulted a police officer when 
the latter was trying to arrest him. 
He was sent up for trial. 

MeArthur, who is known as a very 
strong man, required three officers 
to arrest him. The story of the offi- 
cers is that he struck them, used his 
foet freely, and even attempted to bito 
them with his teeth. 

Thre was a wordy war between the 
court and the counsel for the accused, 
J. A. Russell. The latter contended 
that an officer had no right to arrest 
a man even if he did see a fight on 
the street without first questioning 
him. This was not done with Me- 
Arthur. "An officer could not affect 
arrest either on supposition or theory, 
and I submit that the officers who ar- 
rested MeArthur were not acting 
under the criminal code nor in ac- 
cordance with the duty devolvent upon 
them as police officers," declared Mr- 
Rus.-sell. 

"I will overrule your objection," said 
the court. 

"I can show authorities for my end 
of it," retaliated the counsel. 

"I will assume authority in the case. 
The officer was within his rights," 
added the court. "I want to protect 
the officers." 

"There is such a thing as encour- 
aging the officers to do wrong," said 
the counsel. 

"I . don't believe we have that class 
of men on the force," concluded the 
court, as he sent the accused up for 
trial. 



SOLOMO NIC JU DGMENT 

Magistrate Alexander . Decrees That 
Rooster Must Decide as to His 
Ownership 



Vancouver, Jan. 10. — "Both parties 
claim to own this rooster. Moreover, 
both. parties claim to have hatched and 
ralsedMt. Now,. I think J. shall let the 
rooster decide this case." 

The litigious disputants gazed In 
amazement at the court, but neither 
raised a dissenting voice. 

"Officer Tyreman," continued the 
magistrate, "you will this afternoon 
place this rooster, now in the custody 
of the court, in the middle of the road, 
equally distant between the homes of 
the contending parties. ' If that rooster 
goes to the home of G. F. Hughes I will 
uphold the judgment 'of the rooster, 
while I will equally uphold its judg- 
ment should it go to the home of John 
Jackson. In the meantime I will ad- 
journ this case until Monday." 

It was the Biblical judgment of 
Solomon with the rival mothers and 
the babe revised and made applicable 
to rural South Vancouver, and the 
rival henneries of Hughes and Jack- 
son. Mr. Hughes had charged Mr. 
Jackson with the theft of the bird, a 
thoroughbred Leghorn. Each party 
acted as his own counsel, bringing out 
conflicting evidence that convulsed the 
court. Then Magistrate Alexander 
gave the most unique decision in his 
magisterial career, investing a barn- 
yard fowl with the dignity and juris- 
diction of a judge. Mr. Justice Roos- 
ter will hold court on the road in 
South Vancouver this afternoon. 



North Vancouver Freemasons 

Vancouver, Jan. 10.— North Vancou- 
ver is to have a Freemasons' lodge. 
There are fifty-two Freemasons in 
North Vancouver. A meeting was re- 
cently called to consider the question 
of starting a lodge, and it was unani- 
mously favored. The provisional offi- 
cers are D. G. Dick, master, Mr. Wheel- 
er, senior warden, and Mr, Steacy, jun- 
ior warden. 



New Bank Manager 
Phoenix, Jan. 10— W. S. Longhurst, 
the new manager for the Phoenix 
branch of the Eastern Townships bank, 
has arrived and assumed his new du- 
ties. Mr. Longhurst conies direct from 
the head office of the bank at Sher- 
brookc, Que., having been in the em- 
ploy of the institution for some years. 

Patrolman Resigns 

New Westminster, Jan. 10 — Polled 
Officer Thomas Gray yesterday after- 
noon resigned from the police force, 
this step being taken at a special meet- 
ing (if the police commissioners, held 
In order to look Into certain irregu- 
larities in connection with the force. 
His successor has not yet been ap- 
pointed. 



Conditions at Phoenix 

Phoenix, Jan. 10. — According to an- 
nouncement, the Dominion Copper 
company is scheduled to hold Its an- 
nual meeting hero on Monday, Jan. I!7, 
when the annual report of the condi- 
tion of the company and its mines and 
smelter in the Boundary are expected 
to be mado. This company ceased op- 
erations in October last due to the 
same cause of stoppage by the Granby, 
British Columbia Copper and Snow- 
shoe concerns, namely, high operating 
cost and low price of copper. Now 
that the Granby company has resum- 
ed operations again, and are running 
already almost In full swing, It is cur- 
rently reported, hut as yet without 
confirmation in the absence of W. C. 
Thomas, the manager, in Salt Lake 
City, that company will shortly re- 
sumo operations and ore shipments on 
an extensive scale. This will likely 
bo done after the annual meeting of 
three weeks' hence, or some time in 
February. 



EXCLUSION LEAGUE 
WANTS NATAL ACT 

Calls for Passage at Opening 
of Session — Also For a 
Search For Arms 



Vancouver, Jan. 10. — Tlio Asiatic 
Exclusion league this evening passed 
a resolution calling on Mr. Jardine, 
who is president of the Victoria league 
and a member of the legislature, to 
move immediately on the opening of 
the house for the suspension of the 
rules and the introduction of the Na- 
tal act. This could then go Into ef- 
fect, and if disallowed by Ottawa, 
could bo re-enacted during tlio ses- 
sion, and for a time at least provin- 
cial officers would have authority to 
stop the landing of Japanese from 
everywhere. 

Another resolution recommends that 
the Attorney-General and the police 
commissioners of Vancouver have a 
general search made of the oriental 
quarters for arms. In this connection 
it was suggested that the city pur- 
chase Catling guns, as the city at 
present possesses no machine guns, 
while there are three at Victoria. 

One member said that the Japanese 
have a Maxim gun on Powell street. 
It was also stated by President von 
Rhein that in the boarding-house out- 
side of.' which the 'firemen were hurt 
there are forty rooms and three to 
eight rifles in each room. Mr. Von 
Rhein made the statement officially 
that there were one hundred and fifty 
rifles in this house alone. 

Another resolution condemned the 
action of white merchants advertising 
in oriental papers in Vancouver. 

Royal City Schools 

New Westminster, Jan. 10.— At the 
board of school trustees meeting held 
yesterday evening in the board room, 
communications were received from 
several of the teachers thanking the 
trustees for the increase in salary re- 
cently granted to them. Requisitions 
were received for supplies during the 
year, these being submitted to a- com- 
mittee for classification with a view 
to calling for tenders. The secretary, 
Rev. R. Lennie, was re-elected for the 
year. 



Wellington a Windy Town 

Wellington, the political capital of 
New Zealand, is one of the windiest ci- 
ties in the world, and once a building 
there gets "well alight," there is little 
chance of saving it. This is tlio first 
time that the parliament buildings 
have been destroyed, but St. Mary's 
Roman Catholic cathedral,- close by, 
has been twice burned down.

PRICES SHOOT UP 

ANDTHEN SLUMP 

Early Strength on New York 
Exchange Followed by a 
Reaction 



New York, Jan. 10. — After opening 
with a buoyant upslioot ot prices, 
which gave a material extension, to 
the rise of yesterday, and then main- 
taining an appearance of great activ- 
ity for a time, it began to be mani- 
fest that the professional operators 
in the market had been taking their 
profits in the early hurly-burly of 
the large transactions. 

The market showed the effect of 
this change in technical conditions 
after that with a reduction of the 
short interest, which had heen driven 
to cover by the extent of the advance, 
and satisfied a demand from one 
source. 

The early market today showed 
some expansion of commission house 
demand also, attracted by the appear- 
ance of reviving interest and strong 
recovery in the market. This demand 
facilitated the taking of profits by 
the professional party which has con- 
ducted the speculation up to this 
point. The later market became dull 
and hesitating in tone In consequence 
of the development. 

There was little in the news of the 
day to indicate marked change. The 
inflow of cash from the interior has 
been larger than last week, the bal- 
ance in favor of New York on the 
expense movement .being limited at 
approximately $8,000,000. The arrivals 
of the last of the gold engagements 
have been sufficient to overbalance a 
small absorption on sub-treasury op- 
erations. The stock market rallied 
briskly from a sharp reaction when 
the figures appeared. A heavy cash 
gain this week has been' taken for 
granted throughout the week, follow- 
ing the evidence, in last week's state- 
ment of a decisive turn in; the move- 
ment. .• • 4 I 

'The speculation In stocksi during 
the week has been based! largely on 
an assumption that the deficit In the 
legal reserves of the New York banks 
would be practically wiped out this 
week. 

With the reaction in the stock mar- 
ket caused by speculative profit-tak- 
ing there came into consideration some 
of the topics which were driven into 
the background by he active rise in 
prices. Financial needs of some of 
the railroad systems, of which the 
credit is not high, gave rise to re- 
newed misgivings. The pressure on 
Southern Railway especially was con- 
spicuous. The inflow of cash to bank 
reserves is expected to be takes, ad- 
vantage of to replenish the U.S. treas- 



ury's working balances by some furth- 
er withdrawals of government de- 
posits with the banks. 

Other requirements for additional 
cash are suggested by the movement 
of the trust companies toward mem- 
bership in the Now York clearing 
house, which Involve a material in- 
crease in holdings by those institu- 
tions. 

The market's weak closing was un- 
der the influence of the slump in 
Southern stocks and bonds, with its 
strong suggestion of a serious finan- 
cial statement of the company. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $5,352,000. U. S. 4s declined 
a half per cent on call.

The English football league has un- 
dergone hut little change during the 
last month und the new year sees re- 
sults panning out fairly well as antici- 
pated. Though the leagues have some- 
what sagged in interest, while football- 
ers all the world over are anxiously 
awaiting, the first round of the .English 
oup which will be played tomorrow 
enormous crowds are turning out to wit- 
ness tlie games. Even if it he not pos- 
sible to forsee the winners In the South- 
ern, Second and Scottish leagues, Man- 
chester United, though the season is 
■only Just half through, can safely be 
hailed as the champions of the first di- 
vision. The Blanchcster team have 
played 20 games and have only been 
defeated on two occasions. At the com- 
mencement of the season they went un- 
der- to Micldlesborough, but since then 
Sheffield Wednesday have been tin? only 
team able to claim from them the ma- 
jority of the points. The United are no 
less than nine points ahead of their 
nearest rivals, Newcastle United, who 
are closely followed by Sheffield Wed- 
nesday and Bury, ■ who have netted 
one point less. 

So as far as the first division is con- 
cerned tlie interest in the championship 
has died away; but there is another 
light going on in tlie league which is 
just as interesting, if not a good deal 
more so. It Is the more vital matter of 
relegation. Notts Forest and Chelsea 
were promoted at the close of the last 
season from the second division to the 
first division and up to a few weeks 
ago it looked as if both clubs would he 
playing next season in the leagues from 
which they had risen.

five feet square. By custom the owner, 
of tlie shaft is entitled to extend lii.-i 
workings underground anywhere to tt 
radius of live fathoms from the centre 
of the shaft. 

The vein in formed by a vein of 
white, hard granitic rock, in the iry- 
terstices of which the tourmaline is 
found, at times adhering loo.sely to 
the rock, at others lying separate in 
tlie loose yellow earth that U round 
witli the granite. "When a vein is once 
found it i.-j followed up as far as pos- 
sible, subject to the live fathom limit 
alluded to above. 

What, however, makes the mining 
so exciting and at the same time 
keeps the industry fluctuating is that 
the tourmaline crystals are only 
found intermittently in the vein. 

One may get several in the length 
of one yard, and then they will unac- 
countably cease. Directly one man 
strikes a vein yielding crystals every 
one who can commences digging along 
the line of the vein, but it Is a toss 
up as to whether, when the vein is 
reached, there will be tourmaline 
therein. Adjoining Twinlons give ab- 
solutely different results, and it is cal- 
culated that at least two-thirds of the 
shafts sunk yield nothing at all, while 
only an occasional one is at all rich. 

Of the sixty-two Twinlons at the 
time of. Mr. George's visit only three 
were yielding, and of these, only one 
had traces of the best quality stone. 
'Pho "veins" are fairly deep down, 
none having ever been reached at a 
lesser depth than nine fathoms, while 
an ordinary depth is forty or fifty cu- 
bits when the "vtdn" takes a down-

sixty cubits, for at that depth the 
foulness of the air puts the lamps out. 

"The vein is said, rarely, if! ever, to 
show an outcrop, and it is a matter of 
pure speculation where to dig," said 
Mr. "George. "As the whole place is 
covered with jungle, prospecting any- 
where would be laborious, There have 
been three finds, each causing a rush. 
The first was seven years ago at Hpia 
Baing (Milaunggoh), about a mile to 
the south of the present place and 
near where the Chinese had worked 
formerly. Tlie next was a year or two 
later at HtauUat, between Milaunggon 
and Sanka. 

Then there were three or four lean 
years, and then, early in 1905, one 
Konhkan struck a vein, near .Sanka 
village, which has attracted the pros 
ent growth of population to Maingnin, 
but as explained above, though the 
area within 100 yards of Konhkan's 
original shaft is honeycombed with 
pits, only three are yielding, and Kon- 
hkan's twin has ceased to yield. All 
tho material dug out from the inside 
Twinlon is pulled up to the surface in 
small buckets, all worked by enor- 
mously long pivoted bamboos worked 
with- a counterpoise, an dthe tourma- 
line is sorted out of hand, the gran- 
itic fragments being piled in a wall 
around the mouth of the shaft. — Lon- 
don Globe. 



The Longest Year. 

The longest year on record was 4G 
B.C. Julius Caesar ordained that it 
should have 445 days, and it did, 
everywhere within tlie Roman "sphere 
of influence." To clear away all the 
confusion which had previously ex- 
isted in reconciling the lunar with the 
solar year, Caesar, witli the help of 
Soslgenes, an Alexandrian astrono- 
mer, undertook a thorough reform of 
tlie calendar. He effected it by mak- 
ing the year now called 46 B. C., "the 
year of confusion,'' consist of 445 days, 
and the succeeding years of 365 days, 
witli the exception . of every fourth 
year, Which was to consist: of 306. This 
method is called tlie Julian calendar.
